Reports Received from Schley. 


Reports were received from Commodore 
Schley tonight by way of Kingston, Jamaica, 
having been brought from his fleet by the 
auxiliary cruiser Harvard, but they were far 
from being encouraging. Schley had reason 
to believe that Cervera was in Santiago 
‘harbor, but had not positive proof of that 
fact. The situation is one of extreme doubt 
and uncertainty, and at no time since the 
war began has the Navy department been 80 
demoralized by its evident inability with an

Key West, Fla, May 28.—Evidence accu- 
Mmulates that Cienfuegos is to be the first 
Cuban city hammered into submission and 
that it is to be the base for operations when 
Havana is invaded by the land forces. 
Last Tuesday the Marblehead was batter- 
ing away there at some outlying forts, acting 
in conjunction with the insurgents. The 
forts were destroyed and the Spanish troops, 
caught between the ship and the men of 
Gomez, were put to rout. Then 30,000 rounds 
of ammunition and some miscellaneous sup- 


| plies were landed and given to the patriots. 


At first this was considered merely part of 
the game of keeping the enemy continually 
annoyed, But subsequent evegts indicate 
that here the first general attack of the in- 
surgents is to be made and that, once Cer- 
vera is located, the capture of Cienfuegos 
will be proceeded with in business-like fash- 
ion. 

The work of the Marblehead was but a 
small part of the preliminaries. The big 
\ eruiser Brooklyn, flagship of Commodore 
‘Schley, took a more important part In the 
bombardment and landing of supplies 
Once the Marblehead had made connec- 
tions on one side of the harbor, the Brooklyn,

The insurgents made a minute report as to 
the harbor of Cienfuegos, said they could 
cut off the Spanish retreat at any time by 
destroying the railroad, and told how the 
forts could be best approached and demol- 
ished. Their statements as to the harbor 
fortifications indicate that the forts and bat- 
teries could not long resist the fire of the 
American ships. 

As a base of operations against Havana 
Clenfuegos offers many advantages. The 
distance across the island between the two 
cities is not great, the harbor is a good one, 
and the railroad connection could be easily 
maintained with the insurgents doing patrol 
duty along the line. 

These facts in view, Key West has begun to 
regard Cienfuegos as the natural war base 
and expects much more to happen there 
just as soon as Cervera hag been definitely 
located and defeated. 


TELL OF THEIR PRISON LIFE. 


American Correspondents Face a Mob 
and Are Blindfolded When Taken 


Away for Exchange. 


[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE NEW YORK 
WORLD AND THD CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 
Key West, Fla., May 28.—Charies H. 

Thrall, one of the American correspond- 

ents who was captured by the Spaniards 

and afterwards exchanged, gives the fol- 
lowing account of the experiences he and 

Artist Jones went through after arriving 

at Havana: 
We arrived in Havana at 6 o' clock, shiv- 

ering from being wet by the rain so that 

everybody thought we were frightened. In 
the train we began to get different treat- 
ment. So far we had met only regular 
troops. But here we began to meet volun- 
teers, and were insulted by a number of 
people on the train. There was a crowd 
waiting for us at Villanuaea station, Ha- 

Vana, and the Lieutenant saw that there 

was liable to be trouble. So, tying us to- 

gether again so tight that it stopped the 

circulation in our hands, he took us out a 

side entrance into Industria street. 

“The eight men of the civil guard were 
still with us, and they marched us down the 
center of the street. Although we had got 
rid of one crowd we rapidly picked up an- 
other. We were hooted at and taunted on 
every side. Even women and pretty girls 
roasted us and called us ‘ Yankee piss as 
we went by. From many, of course, we got 
pitying looks. But no one gave us a word 
of encouragement. We were taken through 
back and unfrequented streets until we ar- 
rived at the headquarters of the civil guard 
beside the Governor General’s palace. There 
was a fierce mob of people behind us, all 
the time clamoring for our death. So we 
were taken into the bullding and given a 
stronger guard. 
When we were taken out to go down to 
the wharf, which was only a block away, the 
crowd was almost crazy and the guards had 
hari work keeping them away from us. 
They did their best to frighten us into shout- 
ing ‘ Vive Eepafia.’ I was glad that Jones 
could not understand them. He walked 
along with a cigaret in his mouth and a 
smile on his face, as if he were used to this 
sort of thing every day. When we arrived. 
at the wharf there was a delay about a boat 
for several minutes. | 
“TI really thought the mob would take us 
away from the soldiers. AS it was the faces 
of the guard werte white and the Lieutenant 
held his sword half drawn. There is no 
doubt in our minds that he at least would 
have defended us with ‘his life. Finally a 
boat came and we were rowed across the en- 
trance to the harbor and | conducted to 
Cabanas. As we crossed tie moat I pointed 
out to Jones the place where the prisoners 
are shot, and he sald he guessed he would 
mand up there all right ff he had to. We.

St. Johns, N. F., May 28.—The telegraph 
operator at Trepassy, shortly after 7 o’clock 
tonight, wired as follows: 

Three strange vessels, apparently war- 
ships, have been maneuvering off here since 
5 o’clock.

Key West, Fla., May 28.—Admiral Cerverd 
is imprisoned at Santiago de Cuba. 

This fact was confirmed late this after- 
noon by an auxiliary gunboat, the Scorpion, 
which arrived direct from Cienfuegos, south 
coast of Cuba, with dispatches for Wash- 
ington. 

The gunboat left Commodore Schiey’s 
squadron on Thursday. The squadron had 
lost four days by watching the mouth of 
Cienfuegos harbor in the belief that the 
Spanish fleet was there and in hourly ex- 
pectation that it would give battle. 

Commodore Schley has with him the bat- 
tleships Massachusetts, in-Mana, and Texas,

While this formidable ueet waited outside 
the harbor the men actually slept and ate 
at their guns. The entire squadron could 
have gone into battle any moment of the 
day or night. The warships paraded by day 
past the narrows at the entrance to the 
bay and at night turned their searchlights 


on the mouth. 


The Spaniards made no sign. The Britiah 
steamer Adula, then in port, was not per- 
mitted to sail. 

The Scorpion left the fleet and dashed east 
to Santiago. Five American warships were 
parading before that harbor, but they were 
not strong enough to attack the forts and 
mines. 

As soon as Commodore Schley learned that 

he was watching an empty harbor he pro- 
ceeded to Santiago. There should be action 
tomorrow—Sunday morning—exactly four 
weeks to a day since Dewey met a similar 
‘emergency in Manila. 
Admiral Sampson's fleet is believed to off 
the north coast of Cuba, midway between 
Havana and Puerto Rico, ready to head off 
the Spaniards if they should try to escape 
to the north.

The remains, little wasted by death, were 
viewed by the comrades of the dead officer 
in respectful, tearful silence.

SEVENTH QUITS 
TANNER 
FOR VIRGINIA. 


Departure of the Command De- 
layed by a Scarcity of Cars— 
Cavalry to Start for Chicka- 
mauga Monday.

Camp Tanner, State Fair Grounds, Spring- 
field, III., May 28.—[{Special.]—The Seventh 
Regiment of Chicago is now on its way to 
Camp Dunn Loring, Va., and but one regi- 
ment, the First Illinois Volunteer Cavalry, 
remains in Camp Tanner. The departure of 
the Seventh was delayed several hours owing 
to the failure of the Baltimore and Ohio rail- 
road to fulfill its agreement in the matter of 
cars, and in consequence of the delay the 
cavalry regiment, ordered to Chickamauga, 
will probably be unable to leave before Mon- 
day afternoon. 

The Seventh was in heavy marching order 
at 10 o’clock this morning, and all was in 
readiness for the leaving of the first section 
when Colonel. Kavanagh learned that the 
railroad company had failed to furnish the 
requisite number of cars. He telegraphed 
Quartermaster Jones at Chicago that he 
would not attempt to move his command 
until the railroad company fulfilled its con- 
tract. At 5 o’elock three extra cars were 
pulled into the siding. The delay caused 
much inconvenience. Before it was discov- 
ered that the requisite number of cars had 
not been furnished the camp kitchens had 
all been packed and it was late in the after- 
noon before the regimental Quartermasters 
could provide the men with food. At 8 
o’clock the first section finally pulled out 
and by 11 o’clock the last battalion had 
gone. 

William Henry Harper of Chicago, father 
of Lieutenant Colonel Roy Harper of the 
cavalry, was the guest of honor at camp 
this evening. The officers of the First Cav- 
alry gave a banquet for him, and formally 
voted him father of the regiment.’’ 
banquet was held in the Y. M. C. A. tent, and 
all the officers of the regiment were pres- 
ent, as well as a-number of invited guests. 
Resolutions were adopted and an engrossed 
copy was presented to Mr. Harper, eulogiz- 
ing him for his aid in mustering the regi- 
ment. 

The resolutions were signed by the of- 
ficers and sergeants of the regiment.

Delay of Cuban Invasion Is 
Amply Justified. 


TROOPS BADLY EQUIPPED. 


Transport Facilities Are Greatly 
Needed at Tampa. 


. 


CORPS CANNOT GO UNAIDED. 


Tampa, Fla., May 28.—[Special.]—If that 
class of American citizens who imagine 
they know all about conducting a modern 
war could spend a week in Tampa in the 
great military camps they would be af- 
furded an object lesson that would change 
their views materially. 

From the day war was declared General 
Miles, who is in command of the army, has 
maintained that it is in no condition for an 
active campaign in our own country, much 
less in forgign lands. He has from the start 
favored delay in transporting troops to 
Cuba. He declares that our regular army 
is not’ equipped for a field campaign, and, 
further, that the volunteers are not nearly 
so well equipped as the regulars, and the 
condition of things in the camps fully bears 
out his statements. 

In the military camps on Tampa Heights 
are many regiments of infantry. With the 
single exception of the Twenty-fourth Reg- 
iment, not one of them has been able to 
get from the railroad yards to the camp 
grounds without assistance from some other 
regiment. Not one of them has sufficient 
transportation—that, is wagons and mules— 
to move itself in one hauling. It requires 
thirty army wagons to move a regiment and 
Six mules to each wagon, The. Twenty- 
fourth has its full complement, but in no 
other regiment are there more than eigh- 
teen, and in many of them not twelve. 

It has been the rule here, when a regiment 
arrives, for the Quartermaster at head- 
quarters to designate a detail of wagons and 
teamsters from some other regiment to help 
move them to the camps. This is all right 
where a permanent camp ts to be made, but 
what will happen if the army goeg.into Cuba 
to force a campaign in the rainy season in 
its present condition? There are now up- 
wards of twenty transports in waiting at 
Port Tampa to carry troops and regimental 
property. If the entire regular army were 
encamped in Cuba at a point some distance 
from Havana and it should be desired to 
move, the Twenty-fourth Infantry could 
move and make camp again at night intact; 
but it would have to camp in the new loca- 
tion alone. It would require three days to 
bring forward other infantry regiments 
with the transportation now on hand, and 
some of the cavalry regiments wouldn't get 
— camp equipage and supplies in four 
8. 


Light Artillery in Bad Trim. 


In the light artillery a still ver need 
would be manifest. Four trend some of 
the batteries would be able to get through, 
but two guns, with caissons, limbers, and 
all paraphernalia belonging to them would 
be left where the army landed, because 
there are no horses to draw the guns, or, in 
fact, men to drive the horses if they were 
there. The increasing of the batteries toa 
war footing has added two guns to each of 
them. But the men have not yet been fully 
enlisted and the horses necessary to the 
transport of a complete battery are not 
here. Baggage trains and supply wagons 
are needed badly in this arm of the service 
too, and the equipage and supplies in some 
of the batteries would be so far behind on 


a forced march that their owners would for- 


get what they looked like before they ever 
saw them again. 

In the matter of ammunition the army fs 
well off. There have been solid train londs 
of ammunition coming in here for a month 
and distribution after distribution has been 
made. Every Ordnance Sergeant’s tent in 
the camps is piled high with boxes marked 
Frankford Arsenal and containing small 
arms’ ammunition. Millions upon millions 
of cartridges are here—enough, in fact, to 
last through a war of nations. Of ammuni- 
tion for the artillery a vast supply is on 
hand. The caissons are all filled and there 
are thousands of cases of shrapnel, can- 
nister, and sheil not yet opened. 


Some of the cavalry regiments are lack- 


ing in horses for the troopers. This is nota- 
bly true of the Ninth Cavalry. Already 
short of horses, twenty-nine of their best 
animals were assigned to the Cuban volun- 
teers for the use of their officers, when they 
left, more than a week ago: these have not 
been replaced and half a troop at least in 
this regiment is dismounted, The recruits 
who have been enlisted since the order to 
place all regiments on a war footing was 
issued have no mounts, which makes the 
—— age of cavalrymen in a regi- 
ent afoot not much less thas 
its numerical strength. 
or Are, in the Co 
as been rushed since the cam 
formed here. There is no Pas of the 
ability of this department to supply the 
troops with food, and plenty of it. it has 
been announced that a line of communica- 
tion is to be kept up constantly between 
the island and the mainland after the army 
goes to Cuba, hence it will be a simple mat- 
ter to ship in all that can possibly be need- 
ed, but after the supplies are landed in 
Cuba the question of transporting them 
‘speedily and of keeping the supply trains 
with the army in the field is one that is caus- 
ing the authorities a great deal of thought 
ust now. Wagons are needed and needed 
adly. They are being supplied as rapidly 
as they can be obtained from the makers, 
but such 2 take time. 

It is only another strong proof of the 
claims of every army officer that a nation 
of upwards of 80,000,000 people should have 
a standing army of a strength proportionate 
to its population and that that army should 
be equipped and always ready for the field, 
Had this been the case at the time war was 
declared, and had we possessed a cor- 
respondingly strong navy, the war with 
Spain would already have been a thing of the 
past. 

The question of clothing is another that 
is receiving a great deal of comment here 
at this time. As the intense heat increases.

and the humidity makes life almost a bur- 
den officers and men who are forced to be 
about, particularly in the sun, clad in uni- 
form blouses or ceats. made for Dakota 
or Utah, are objects of pity. A gentleman 
who has just returned from Cuba describes 
a Cuban rain-storm to me in these words: 
The rainy season has commenced in 
earnest. I do not mean that it rains all the 
time, but it will rain two, or three, or more 
times a day. When it rains it comes down 
in perfect sheets. ‘You cannot actually see 
ten feet through it. The ground, baked in 
the broiling sun for hours previous to the 
storm, is as hot as a stove. No sooner has 
the rain sunk into the sandy soll an inch 
than a dense cloud of vapor, almost like 
steam, arises. It envelopes everything and 
everybody. Mackintoshes, umbrellas, rub- 
ber blankets—all are useless and worth- 


less. A house is the only shelter at all 


seryiceable, and of course soldiers cannot 
expect to find houses enough for an army 
to go into whenever rain sets in. The thick 
clothing of wool.will absorb water like a 
sponge, and when the sun comes out and 


strikes it the wearer will think he is in a 


Turkish bath.“ 

The canvas uniforms ordered will not be- 
gin to go around. Ten times the quantity 
contracted for will be needed, and they 
cannot be had in a day. The Quartermas- 
ter’s stores, however, will be able to pro-

OF SELLING BREAD 
AT 4 CENTS A LOAF. 

Many of Them Say It Is Neces- 

sary to Meet the Competition 


of Firms Outside

An effort was made at the meeting of the 
Master Bakers’ association last ‘night to 
establish a four-cent loaf of bread to meet 
the competition of those outside bakers who 
have not advanced prices to the six-cent 


bad precipitated a warm debate, and was 
largely responsible for postponing the adop- 
tign of the measure. 

The city authorities were vigorously as- 
sailed for failing to enforce the ordinance 
relative to short weight bread, and a 
Committee of Three, with William Schmidt 
as chairman, was appointed to wait upon 
the Mayor and urge that an attempt be 
made to enforce the, ordinance. 

The four-cent loaf proposition was the 
outcome of a feeling that the competition 
of the cheap bakers had to be met. It was 
introduced by F. E. Coyne, and many of the 
bakers present said their efforts to main- 
tain a six-cent standard had resultea in a 
serious loss of trade. Some admitted they 
had violated the agreement not to seil for 
less than six cents and defended their ac- 
tion on the ground they had to cut the price 
or suffer the ruin of their trade. It was 
charged that a large store has sold unlabeled 
bread at two cents a loaf. 

One effect of the advance in the price of 
bread, according to a number of bakers and 
retailers, has been a perceptible falling off 
in the demand. This is attributable to two 
causes, more home baking and the substitu- 
tion of other food products in the place of 

d, notably cornmeal. Housewives 
seem to have become imbued with the idea 
that a material saving can be made by 
doing their own baking. Bakers are of the 
opinion there will be a return to old ways 
with the advent of hot weather. 

Grocers report an increased demand for 


According to Miss Florence E. Kelly, ex- 
State Factory Inspector, it is not alone in 
the smaller and cheaper bakeries of the 
poorer districts that bad sanitary conditions 
prevail. Miss Kelly said yesterday that the 
larger bakeries were almost equally guilty.

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Chicago Lawyer Is Shot Dead 
by a Tenant Farmer. 


HOMERTAYLOR KILLS HIM 


Result of a Dispute Over a Lien 


Posey D. Ball,.a Chicago attorney, with 
an office at 112 Clark street, and residing 
at the Leamington Flats, was shot and 
killed by Homer Taylor yesterday afternoon 
on a farm on the Kentucky side of the Ohio 
River opposite Newburg, Ind., fifteen miles 
above Evansville. 8 

Taylor, the slayer, is about 45 years old, 
and was a tenant on the farm on which the 
tragedy occurred. He was arrested about 
an hour after the shooting. The excite- 
ment in Henderson is intense and may yet 
result in a lynching. 3 

Mr. Ball held.a lien on a lot of mules owned 
by Taylor and called to secure a settle- 
ment. Taylor became furious at Mr. Ball’s 
demand for money or threat of enforcement 
of the lien. A few words were exchanged, 
when Taylor shot Ball through the heart. 

Mr. Ball was 35 years old, was a son of the 
late Mayor C. C. Ball of Henderson, Ky., 
and belonged to one of the most prominent 
families of Kentucky. He was for many 
years one of the leading lawyers of the 
western part of that State. He served two 
years in the Kentucky Legislature and was 
one of the leading supporters of the separate 
coach law, which has been in force for sev- 
eral years. He came to Chicago two years 
ago. 

A later report says that Homer Taylor’s 
brother killed a man some time ago in Hen- 
derson County, and Homer employed Mr. 


derer, and while at his former home in Hen- 
derson to look after some business interests 
he went to Taylor’s farm to collect his fee. 
When Mr. Ball approached Taylor for the 
money due him the latter began cursing 
him, and ordered him off the premises. Mr. 
Ball then threatened to enforce the lien. 
when Taylor said: Tu settle it now,” and 
Shot the lawyer dead. | 
It is doubtful H an attempt will be made to 
lodge Taylor in the Henderson County Jail. 
The gratest excitement prevails there, and 
there is little doubt that the prisoner would 
be taken out of the hands of the officers. 
Friends of Ball are watching the jail and 
roads leading into the city. It is possible 
that the officers, fearing mob violence, have 
taken the precaution to take their prisoner 
to Owensboro for safe keeping. °

* MAY SOON BE RAISED 
MANUFACTURERS. 


Said to Be Sold Cheaper Now 
than They Were Three Years 
Ago, Although the Cost Is 
Greater. 


To the list of articles which have recently 
advanced in price there is a prospect, ac- 
cording to the statements of nearly two- 
score of the manufacturers, that stoves may 


diction of higher prices. , 

The manufacturers were asked if, in their 
opinion, it was feasible and advisable to in- 
crease the selling price of stoves and ranges. 
Of forty-three answering communications 
only five argued for the prevailing standard 
of prices. Two of the makers who thought 
the people were paying enough for stoves 
were in Ohio, two in Pennsylvania, and one 
in New England. 0 

The majority of the manufacturers fa- 
vored an immediate advance, though on the 
amount of the increase there was diffcrence 
of opinion. Five makers talked of a gen- 
eral advance of from 5 to 10 per cent, eleven 
declared for an exact 10 per cent increase, 
and eight believed that a higher figure was 
necessary. The extreme estimate of ad- 
vance was 40 per cent, made by a New York. 
firm. Nineteen manufacturers favored an 
immediate advance, seven spoke for July 1 
as the date fora new scale, and one named 
Aug. 1 as the fitting time. 

Epitomized, the reason given in favor of 
an increase of price is that of economic 
sympathy. The manufacturers have argued 
that because everything else has gone up 
stoves should goup. A leading New England 
stove firm wrote: 

The selling price of cast iron stoves and ranges 
is 10 per cent less than it was three years ago and 
the total cost of manufacturing stoves, including 
cost of trimmings, is 10 per cent higher. 

A Massachusetts firm, in favoring an im- 
mediate advance, said: 


Business in cast front stoves and ranges is no 


mings. We think an advance of 10 per cent in 
stove prices would be advisable, July 1 being a 
good time for such an advance to go into effea®. 

A leading Ohio firm wrote: 

Cost and selling prices of stoves are the same 
as three years ago. Trimmings have advanced 
in price about 2 per cent. Prices should advance 
at once 10 to 15 per cent. 

Appearances indicate an early meeting of 
manufacturers with a view of securing an 
agreement on a per cent of advance. The 
agitation for higher prices has been syste- 
matically planned and strong efforts will be 
made to bring about the result desired by 
the majority of the manufacturers.

FINERTY EULOGIZES MOORE.

Eloquent Address at the Celebration of 
the Anniversary of the Trish 
Poet’s Birth. 


“Thomas Moore was the first man to 
string the harp of Ireland and set it vibrat- 
ing to the world,” said John F. Finerty, at 
the Moore anniversary at Handel Hall last 
night. 

Mr. Finerty was the orator of the evening 
and he paid an enthusiastic and eloquent 
tribute to the Irish poet, He spoke first of , 
the troubles in Mcore’s life, saying no other 
man was ever so unjustly critised. As an 
example of the poet’ss recognition of this, 
Mr. Finerty recited O, Blame Not the 
Bard.“ 

Thomas Moore, the speaker said, was the 
first great poet who was called an Irish- 
man.

taken off on a tug at quarantine and hur- 
ried to Washington with information of 
the gravest importance, it is said. 

Although it is given out that the St. Louis 
has come home to undergo slight repairs, 
Captain Randle, who knows his ship thor- 
oughly, insists that its machinery is in per- 
fect condition, barring the need of a trifling 
overhauling after a 6,000 mile voyage. Cap- 
tuin J. W. Shackford, the marine superin- 
tendent of the American line, stated that 
the ship was again in the possession of the 
company and would remain so until further 
orders came from the government concern- 
ing it. 

This gave rise to the report that the gov- 
ernment had no more use for it. Clement 
A. Griscom Jr. declared that the St. Louis 
had come for coal and supplies and to have 
_ its alterations into a cruiser completed. The 
St. Louis was sighted at 6:35, but it was 
nearly an hour later before it reached the 
point off Sandy Hook at which the signals 
could be read. Being interpreted, they an- 
nounced: “St. Louls. Report me to own- 
ers. Am coming alongside pier.” 

Captain J. W. Randle received a reporter 
and told of the St. Louis’ cruise after leav- 
ing New York on April 30. 

. “* We sailed m here,“ he said, south 
by east, leavi the Bermudas far on the 
eastward, heading for the Island of Guada- 


loupe, where we arrived on May 5. We 


then cruised up and down the channel to 
the eastward of that isiand until May 10, 
calling at Bass Terre, Guadaloupe, on the 
llth to notify the Navy department as to 
Dur whereabouts. We left again on the 
same day and errived at St. Thomas on the 
night of the 12th. We received no word of 
Cervera's fleet at any of these places. 

Wo left St. Thomas on the morning of 
the 13th, proceeded along the north coast 
of Puerto Rico, stopping a few miles east 
of San Juan to grapple for the Puerto Rico 
and St, Thomas cable. We succeeded in 
hacking it and steamed off with the grap- 
piing irons attached, readily parting the line. 

“We passed within plain sight of San 
Juan and saw the damage inflicted by Ad- 
miral Sampson's bombardment of the day 
before. With good glasses we could seé that 
the batteries had been torn to pieces and 
the guns and the masonry scattered hither 
end yon. We were not fired upon, although 
within easy range of any guns that might 
have been there. 

* Skirting the coast we entered the Mona 
Passage. We closely examined the western 
coast of Puerto Rico for Spanish prizes, but 
found none. After a detour we returned 
northward, skirting along the eastern coast 
of Santo Domingo, thence northwestward, 
along the northern side of the large island, 
until 2 o'clock on the morning of Sunday, 
we fell in with Admiral Sampson's 

eet. 

Captain Goodrich went on board the Ad- 
miral’s flagship and remained there five 
bours at a council of war, at which most of 
the Captains in the fleet were presert. Upon 
the return of Captain Goodrich to the St. 
Louis we were notified that the little gun- 
boat Wampatuck was to accompany us on 
the following day to the south side of Cuba 
for the purpose of destroying the cables. 

“We left the fleet at 10 o'clock on the 
morning of the 15th and reached Santiago 
ge Cuba late on the following night. Under 
Captain Goodrich’s direction the cable was 

pled for within a mile of shore, but the 

ampatuck had to slip the cable after it 

had grappled it, because of an attack by two 
patrol boats. 

The fire from the land batteries was 
Severe and some of the guns seemed to be 
quite modern, Had they been properly 
Served they might have done a great deal 
Ofdamage. As it was we suffered no injury 
Whatever, except the destruction of our star- 

rd quarter boat, which was literally pul- 
Verized by a shell—the davits being carried 
overboard with the débris. 

“ The St. Louis and the Wampatuck lay to

The creed and conduct of life of the 
Dunkers brethren is extremely simple. 
The general rules which they apply to every- 
thing are all from the Bible. The sect was 
founded in 1708 in Germany and made its 
first appearance in America in 1719, many 
of the members coming here to escape the 
persecution their radical ideas brought down 
on them, They settled in Germantown and 
Philadelphia, and are now spread all over 
the United States, chiefly in Maryland, Ohio, 
Indiana, Illinois, Iowa, Missouri, Nebraska, 
and Kansas. 

An essential feature of.their religion is 
baptism by trine immergion, by which the 
applicant.is dipped three in the water. 
In other 6 they are in a general way 
similar to the Quakers. They believe in 
simplicity of dress and bearing, are opposed 
to all ornaments and jewelry, and even dis- 
approve of gold-rimmed spectacles. The 
women dress in dark, neutral colors and 
when outdoors wear small black poke bon- 
nets. The men as a rule wear coats of a 
clerical shape and broad-brimmed hats. 
Most of the older men have long and full 
beards but no mustaches. The men greet 
their brethren with a holy kiss,“ and the 
women greet their sisters in like manner, 
but men do not kiss women, nor vice versa. 

One of their pecullar customs is feet wash- 
ing beforesupper. This is the most elaborate 
ceremony of the day. One brother girds 
himself with a towel and both washes and 
wipes the feét of another, who then rises, 
takes the towel, and both washes and wipes 
the feet of the next, and so on until all are 
finished. After a benediction all eat to- 
geth@ as one family. Supper is followed by 
communion, 

Most striking of all is the attitude of the 
Dunkers towards government. Respecting 
the law thoroughly, they never have any lit- 
igation among themselves. Such matters 
are settled by personal agreement. They 
do not vote or take part in politics, chiefly 
on account of their disbelief in war. They 
feel that if they take no part in the govern- 
ment they can consistently refuse to take 
part in or encourage any strife, national or 
personal. 

Although their doctrine is peace at all 
times and under all circumstances, their 
camp resembles that of a brigade of soldiers 
and the strictest discipline ts maintained. 
About 1,000 tents are arranged in streets, 
about thirty to the street. Each street is 
named with a letter and every tent has a 
number. When the camp is completed there 
will be about 1,000 tents.

SBEAWAR OF GREED 


Comment of the German Pa- 
pers Is Still Bitter. 


PRAISE BY A SUCIALIST. 


Declares Europe Must Recogaize 
a New Power. 


TO BUY THE PHILIPPIN 


Berlin. May 28.—[{Copyright, 1898, by the 
Associated Press.]—With few exceptions the 
German press continues its campaign of 
abuse of America, either outspokenly or by 
innuendoes. The Conservative, Centrist, and 
National Liberal papers are especia!ly viru- 
lent, while the Liberal and Radical news- 
papers do not disguise their dislike for the 
United States, and attribute base and selfish 
motives for its war with Spain. 

Even a leading German magazine, 
Duetsche Rundschau, in its June number, 
joins in the general newspaper sentiment, 
An article in this magazine, written by Herr 
von Brandt, formerly German Minister to 
China, on the subject of the Spanish-Ameri- 
can war, winds up by dubiously hoping that 
“at the close of the war the United States 
will show something which its political 
course has often lacked—namely: respect for 
the rights and dignity of others.“ 

The Socialist press alone is friendly. The 
Vorwerts, in an editorial article believed to 
have been written by Herr Liebknecht, the 
Socialist leader, and which has since been 
strongly criticised by other newspapers, 
says, after describing the fears aroused in 
Europe by the abandonment of its policy of 
isolation by the United States: 

“Their first movement produces a revo- 
lution in the markets of the world and a fam- 
ine in decrepit Europe—a specter of starva- 
tion. Their first blow was a crushing naval 
defeat of an ancient monarchy which they 
forbade to continue the work of wholesale 
murder. One more defeat and that mon- 
archy falls, the dynasty is hunted out, and a 
republic is established. What strength and 
vigor are displayed! And therewith decrepit 
Europe has never thus far reckoned. Anew 
power is here!“ 

The papers teem with sarcastic comment 
on the alleged inactivity of America, attrib- 
uting it to “a lack of courage,“ or to un- 
readiness of its forces,“ especially to the 
„ notorious condition of insubordination of 
the American militia.” 


Government Press Silent. 


The government press is strangely silent, 
with the exception of occasionally denying 
alleged acts which are construed as being 
unfriendly to America. Nothing has been 
done by the inspired newspapers to stem 
the current of general, if sometimes veiled, 
hostility, permeating the whole German 
press. They have not even replied to the 
various articles of the Bismarckian press 
this week, in which Europe is warned of the 
“coming American swamping of the mar- 
kets,“ and a demand is made for coalition 
% to combat this invasion before it is too 
ate.“ 

The Spanish story in regard to American 
warships using the Spanish flag at Guantana- 
mo, Cuba, in order to effect a surprise, is 
generally disbelieved, even the Cologne Volks 
Zeitung, otherwise hostile, saying: 

The news is incredible. Such a piece of 
cunning cowardice the Americans cannot 
be guilty ot.“ 

Everywhere in Germany collections are 
being made in aid of the Spanish war fund. 
For a month past the Spaniards in this coun- 
try and their sympathizers have contributed 
largely. The total thus far received 
amounts to 23,000,000 marks, which sum Was 
shipped on Wednesday last from Hamburg 
to Spain, by way of England.

France to Buy the Philippines, 

Regarding the news that Spain has agreed 
to cede the Philippine Islands to France, it 
is said at the German Foreign office that 
Germany has information that pour parlers 
looking to this end have been -proceedirg for 
some time, mainly through Sefior Leon y 
Castillo, tue Spanish Ambassador at Paris, 
and that the negotiations have already 
reached a rather detinite shape. | 

On last Wednesday the Ambassadors of 
Germany, France, and Russia held an Im- 
portant meeting at the Foreign office in Mad- 
rid. When they were asked if these powers 
are ready to assist at intervention in Spain's 
behalf no definite answer was made except 
by the representative of Germany, Count 
von Radowitz, who said: 

At the present juncture Germany has not 
joined in an attempt at intervention.” 

Thereupon Duke Abmedovar de Rio, the 
new Spanish Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
caut:ously mentioned the negotiations with 
France above referred to. 

Germany's answer to this is found in a 
semi-official communication published last 
Thursday setting forth that Germany would 
most vigorously protest against the cession 
of the Philippine Islands to France or any 
other power, adding that a cession to the 
combined powers of Europe would be much 
more acceptable. It is understood that this 
declaration had an effect in Spain, and that 
the whole project has been dropped, at least 
for the present. 8 

The German newspapers sharply com- 
ment on the big orders given to the United 
States for the building of warships. The 
Post of this city, the organ cf Prince von 
Hohenlohe, the Imperial Chancellor, com- 
menting on this matter, says: 

These preparations go far beyond pres- 
ent needs and were intended to serve other 
and more important ends.” ä 

The Spanish military agent, Sefior Sando- 
val, is still here. It was he who effected the 
recent purchase in behalf of Spain of the 
North German steamer Havel. . 

Concession from Denmark. 

The Frankfurt Zeitung says that the Span- 
ish Minister at Copenhagen has induced the 
government of Denmark to instruct the Dan- 
ish officials in the Antilles to afford Spain 
certain facilities in regard to her fleet. 

Emperor William on Tuesday rescued a 
woman bicyclist from death in one of the 
busiest streets of Berlin. He jumped out 
of his carriage to assist her, and caused the 
cabman, who was responsible for the acci- 
dent, to be arrested. He also sent an aid- 
de-camp to accompany the woman to her 
home. His Majesty will remain most of the 
summer in Berlin, but the Empress and the 
children will start for Wilhelmshohe in a 
fortnight, for the benefit of their health. 

At the annual spring parade of the guards 
on Thursday the Emperor introduced Prince 


Oscar, his fifth sen, to the regiment as a 


sub-Lieutenant. As the little Prince is not 
10 years of age his appointment diverges 
from the rule by which every Hohengollern 
becomes an officer of the foot guards on his 
tenth birthday. The reason for this di- 
vergence is that his Majesty will not be in 
Germany on July 27, the day Prince Oscar 
will be 10 years of age. The littie Prince 
was also decorated with the order of the 
Black Eagle on Thursday.

WON BY BEST HORSE, 


Ornament Captures Brook- 
lyn Handicap Easily. 


BEN HOLLIDAY SECOND. 


First Time in Years That Top 
Weights Land in Front. 


FIVE WINNERS FOR SLOAN. 


New York, May 28.—[Special.]—Ornament 
won the highest honors of a distinguished 
racing career when he shouldered . top 
weight in the Brooklyn Handicap today and 
captured the great prize with impressive 
ease. He was not the favorite, but the public 
had been faithful to the combination of good 
| horse and good jockey, and the public got 
the money. 

For a mile the twelfth Brooklyn Handicap 
was as pretty a race as one could wish to 
see, The waiting thousands in grand and 
field stands, on tiptoe of expectancy, saw 
Sly Fox fighting in front, Don de Ore in sec- 
ond place, closing on nim and Tillo, Orna- 
ment, and Ben Holliday nose and tail be- 
hind, all ready for the fight through the 
straight. Necks were stretched and men 
climbed over one another in their eagerness 
to see the struggle through that last quarter. 

Then came the transformation. Sioan, on 
Ornament, leaned a trifle forward just as 
they reached the last turn, and like a red 
streak the great chestnut colt slipped 
through into the front rank, alongside Sly 
Fox. From there on it was not a race at ali. 
Ornament, galloping well in hand, held Sly 
Fox absolutely safe through the stretch. 
None ot the others was ever dangerous after 
Ornament took command. At the last fur - 
long Sloan made sure of the victory by mov- 
ing a little farther away from the lot behind, 
and, looking over his shoulder to see that he 
was alone in front, steadied Ornament st the 
end. The stout chestnut won so easily he 
hardly seemed to be racing, a narrow strip 
of daylight separating him from Ben Holli- 
day and Sly Fox, who were fighting it out 
‘for second place. 


Second Only to Tenny’s Victory. 

The victory was, next to Tenny’s race in 
1891, the most brilliant in the history of the 
Brocklyn Handicap. The top weight has 
won the big event before, but none except 
Tenny won in such commanding style. 

Len Holliday ran game and straight and 
caught the tired 3-year-old Sly Fox close 
on the post. Sly Fox ranan amazingly good 
race, but the task set him.was a trifle too 
much for the 3-year-old, stout-hearted as 
he is. Don de Oro threw it up when the 
pinch came) Tillo, sticking game under pun- 
ishment, was simply outrun at the end. 

It was more or less a typical Brooklyn 
Handicap day. Nature was all tears in the 
morning and all smiles in the afternoon. 
The track was heavy, but it was not a mud 
horse that won, for Ornament runs on any 
track. 

The crowd, numbering about 12,000, waited 
patiently through the first three races for 
the handicap, and as soon as Kingdon had 
won the Expectation Stakes those who want- 
ed to speculate sought the ring. It was five 
minutes past 4 when the bugle called the 
eight contestants to the post. 

Eight horses ran for the big race, that 
number including the added starter Ogden, 

from Marcus Daly's stable, put in after 
Dr. 3 Lehman. Howard Mann, Merry 
Prince, Ben Eder, Handball, Our Johnny, 
and Royal Stag had been scratched. 

The jockeys were Sloan on Ornament, 
Doggett on Ben Holliday, Taral on On Deck, 

te Clay on Semper Ego, Tiny Williams on 
illo, Simms on Don de Oro, Lamley on Sly 
Fox, and Irving on Ogden. 
Don de Oro Post Favorite. 

The betting opened with Doh de Oro, Orna- 
ment, and Sly Fox at nearly equal prices 
All in the race were backed, but the * man 
of the money went on the three named, Do 
de Oro’s steady and strong support — 
him to the pole favorite at 11 to Ornament 
and Sly Fox the next choices, and Ogden and 
Ben Holliday the outsiders. 

In warming up 8 and Tillo were 
the two that most favorably impressed the 
watchers. 

At the post the horses lined up.with On 
Deck on the cholce spot, next to the rail; his 
stable companion, Semper Ego, uallzing 
things for the Bromley interests by drawing 
the extreme outside. Next to On Deck the 
order was Ben Holliday, Sly Fox, Don de 
Oro, Ogden, Ornament, and ‘Tillo. 

When the flag fell Ogden showed in front, 
Sly Fox at his shoulders, Tillo, On Deck, and 
Ben Holliday the next three, and in that 
order they went off for a mile and a quarter 
journey. Around the first turn the only 
change in the positions was that Sly Fox, 
carrying a stiff pace, had raced into first 
place, Ogden at his shoulders, with Irving 
already urging him with his hands. Straight 
in the back stretch the pace that Sly Fox. 
set told on Ogden, and after a half mile he 
was backing into the crowd, beaten. 

At five furlongs Don de Oro took second 
place, a half length away from Sly Fox, with 
Timo third, two lengths away and Ornament 
a length further back, Ben Holliday fifth, 
and Semper Ego sixth. On the turn out of 
the backstretch Don de Oro moved after 
Sly Fox, joined him in a hundred yards’ run, 
and drove Lamley to the whip on the 3- 
year-old, As Don de Oro moved up Tillo and 
Ornament went after him, these closing on 
the pair in front and drawing away from the 
lot behind. 

Ornament Makes His Run. 
At the last turn Don de Oro and Sly Fox 
re side by side, Tillo third, and Ornament 
fourth. There Sloan, who had kept a.steady 
pull on the top weight and picked clear sail- 
ing all the way, let down Ornament, and the 
gallant 4-year-old bounded through to the 
front. Sly Fox and Don de Oro, fighting a 
bitter battle in front, were overhauled in a 
dosen strides. At the head of the stretch 
Ornament was with the leaders, and from 
there on had the race‘won. Sloan took him 
up a bit as soon as he reached the front 
rank, and galloping away for the re- 
| mainder of the distance, Ornament won with 

nounced ease by a length and a half. 

Sly Fox hung on gamely, and after a rat- 
tling fight on the stretch shook off Don de 
Oro, who gave it up in the final furlong. 
Then Ben Holliday, who seemed at a dis- 
advantage on the turns and was fifth into 
the straight, came with a great rush, and 
catching Sly Fox close on the post, beat him 
out a head in the last two jumpe for the 
place. Tillo was fourth, a length and a 
half away, and Daylight, before Don de Oro, 
fifth. Semper Ego sixth, Ogden seventh, and 
On Deck, who was never dangerous, last.

Many 
prominent Frenchmen, including Georges 
Clemenceau and Baron Pierre de Coubertin, 
have signified their intention of going on 
Monday in pilgrimage to Lafayette’s tomb, 
and the Minister of War has authorized the 
French military bands to take part in the 
proceedings, when there will be a brilliant 
display of American and French flags.

New York, May 28.—Wall street put up 
ite shutters today and adjourned business 
until Tuesday morning, with a great show of 
confidence that in the meantime there will 
come news from Admiral Sampson that will 
create new bullish enthusiasm and new 
stock market activity. | 

Today's market reflected accurately the 
temper of the street. On the evening of a 
double holiday, and with the possibility of 
adverse developments during the two days, 
Wall street continued bullish and firm in its 
faith in the prowess of the national arms. 

The street is keen in the expectation that 
there is to be repeated in West Indian wa- 
ters something of the same sort with which 
Admiral Dewey astounded the world only 
a short time ago, and with the majority of 
Wall street men it is expected that news of 
such a victory will come before the stock 
market opens on Tuesday morning. 

No one who is in a position to know the 
sentiment of the street can much doubt that 
there will be a spurt in prices if Admiral 
Sampson carries out what is expected of 
him. The stock market is not overbought; 
a victory over the Spanish fleet is not fully 
discounted, as the bears are arguing. When- 
ever there comes to the street rumors of an 
American victory stocks immediately 
strengthen, and if these rumors seem in any 
way probable the market responds quickly. 


Operators Are Conservative. 


Of late the financial world has been 
strangely conservative and cautious. Stocks 
have been bought in anticipation of another 
American victory, it is true, but only to a 
comparatively small extent. 

With the rank and file of speculators, pro- 
fessional as well as those who make up 
Wall street’s public, there has been shown 
an inclination to await news regarding this 
expected fight between the Spanish and 
American fleets and a disposition to take 
into full account all the dangers contained 
in the possibility of some disaster to the 
American arms. , 

Commission houses recently have not been 
active, nor have the professional traders 
joaded up with stocks to any extent. The 
latter class have been active in the market, 
but they have been selling on the rallies 
and buying on the dips. Tonight.they are 
carrying little long stock. 

In fact, what is known in Wall street 
phraseology as the talent is bearish at heart. 
The axiom that accidents always favor the 
bears is heard quoted in many professional 
quarters. Last week, after the market had 
been boomed on false reports of an Amer- 
ican victory, the“ traders jumped in and 
aggressively extended their lines of shorts 
with the idea that a bear raid upon the 
market would dislodge much of the stock 
bought reports that af ter- 
w ef e on.

Ceremony of Exchanging Captured 
Spanish Officers for the Two 
American Newspaper Corre- 
spondents Arrested in Cuba.

Key West., Fla., May 28.—The newspaper 

correspondénts, C. H. Thrall and Hayden 

Jones, who had been imprisoned in Cabanas 

fortress at Havana for two weeks, are again 


on American soil and breathing the air of 


liberty. 

They have been exchanged as prisoners of 
war for the two highest Spanish officers cap- 
tured by the United States forces during the 
war, and the two military servants ot these 
oflicers. 

Cajonol Cortijo, brother-in-law of Generdl 
Weyler, and Surgeon General Julio, with 
their soldier servants, captured on the prize 
steamer Argonauta, were exchanged for 
Jones and Thrall off Havana on Friday 
morning. 

Jones and Thrall had gone ashore from the 
dispatch boat Triton on May 12 to get news 
from Colonel Delgado, the Cuban chief. 
Thrall intended also to enter Havana and 
obtain information about the state of the 
beleaguered city. The two intrepid corre- 
spondents were captured a few hours after 
they had set foot in Cuba by a band of Span- 
ish soldiers and were taken from one prison 
to another until they were finally placed in- 
communicado in Cabanas. 

Although the authorities in Washingto 
communicated with General Blanco in ar- 
ranging for the exchange of prisoners, the. 


Governor General of Cuba had to refer the 
question to the government at Madrid, so 
that the case of the correspondents was 
taken cognizance of by the Spanish Cabinet. 


The prisoners were brought from the cell 


in Cabanas where they had been under close 
confinement for twelve days, and were con- 


ducted, blindfolded, to a small dock between 
Morro Castle and Cabanas. They were in 
charge of Lieutenant Martinez of General 
Roberti's staff. The gunboat Marquese de 
Molina came up. It had on board Captain 
Juan Neponcens, representing the navy; 


Colonel Artemo Gonzales of General Blanco’s 


staff, representing the army; Captain Ver- 
duzo of the harbor board, and Artemo Aros- 
tegui, representing the British Consul, be- 
The pris- 
oners were taken on board, and the 
Marquese de Molina steam®d out towards 
the Maple, which was lying about a hile and 
a half off shore. | . 
Mr. Arostegul turned over to the prisoners 
the letters and money that the Spanish offi- 
clals had deposited in the British Consulate 
and which had been found on the prisoners 
when they were captured. The amount of 
money which the Spanish handed 
over to the British Consul did not agree with 
the amount that was taken from the pris- 
oners, there being a shortage of more than 


$50, but the prisoners were too glad to

Judge Peter 8. Grosscup of the United 
States District Court delivered the com- 
mencement address. He told the young men 
that the melodramatic period had gone from 
law practice, but that there was never a 
greater oppomtunity than at present for the 
use of higher and more dignified arts. 
Men,“ he said, are looking upon the acts 
of their fellows from the standpoint of 
common justice, and nations are !nquiring 
imto the deeds of their neighbors to see that 
oppression shall end and the weight of des- 
potism be lightened. All this on sea and 
land which now occupies our attention 18 
witness of the growth of this idea of justice. 

The world doesn’t think much of a man 
who runs away froma frown. Be frightened 

neither by Judge nor jury nor by public sen- 
timent.

Law is the 
scaffolding and justice the structure itself; 
the former a means to the latter, and useless 
if it fails in the higher mission.“

| Practical plans for the relief of a great city’s 
_ Unemployed poor that modern thought has 
deen able to suggest. 
Four years ago, after an unusually hard 
Winter, it occurred to Detroit’s reform“ 
Mayor that the unemployed could secure 
| food for themselves and their families if 
they were permitted and helped to cultivate 
some of the unused land in the city. He ap- 
pointed a committee to inquire into the 
feasibility of the scheme. They found little 
difficulty in carrying it out. Owners of the 
unused land responded liberally to the ap- 
| to lend it to their poorer neighbors. 

our hundred and thirty acres, less than a 
tenth of what was offered for the purpose, 
Was prepared for cultivation. Not far from 
@ thousand families were given patches. 
At the end of the first year it was estimated 
that produce to the value of $12,000 had been 
raised at an expense to the city of only 
$3,000. This new plan for helping people to 
help themselves was financially and eco- 
homically a success. Detroit expressed her 
epproval by an appropriation of $5,000 to

| Chicago Was Sluggish. 

Chicago, alert though she generally 
wes one of the last to fall into Ine. yf 
only last season that the first of these Pin- 
gree patches was opened here.

A forty-acre tract out in En- 
giewood wag secured for the experiment. 
It was plowed and harrowed and divided 
into quarter-acre plats. These were offered 
to the destitute poor of that neighborhood 
The preference was given to the poorest 
and most resourceless to be found on the dis- 
trict Mets of the bureau and the County 
Agent. Allowing for waste in the cutting 
through of streets, etc., it was found that 
148 families could be accommodated with 
ne Beeds were provided, begged, or 

ught, as the occasion demanded. An ex- 
perienced husbandman was employed to ad- 
vise these amateur farmers what to plant and 
how to plant it. In the season the experi- 
ment cost the bureau $330.60. The returns 
are rather hard to reckon. 

There were nearly a thousand hungry 
mouths filled for the time being. There were 
stores of food put away for the hard winter 
ahead. There were quantities of fresh, 
| vegetables sold in the better neighbor- 
ods ot the district, and from the proceeds 
3 wardrobes were replenished and non- 
' existent ones created. And from renewed 

| _ eentact with the soil these wan children of 

the crowded city streets came back with 
fresh strength for the struggle with poverty 
in the winter . 

So much for the material results. The 
moral results—the self-respect restored, the 
character strengthened and dignified by the 
honest fruits of honest toil, and last but not 
least the children withdrawn from the de- 
moralization of a summer vacation spent on 
the crowded, reeking thoroughfares of a 
great city—these are things to which it is 
hard to assign a cash value. Those in a 

| position to know, however, seem to consider 
that $830.60 most profitably invested. 
1 Of ali those to whom plats were originally | 
1 allotted only one family forfeited its patch 
through failure to properly care for it. That 
is a record to be proud of. In most cases the 
amount of care bestowed on these poor little 
patches was positively pathetic. It is told 
that some during the prolonged drought that 
seriously threatened the crops in this region | 
last summer carried water in jugs and palls 
for considerable distances that their beloved 
gardens might not go thirsty. Of the 148 
families who had gardens in the Englewood 
patch last season 135 were among the earliest 
applicants for them this year. Of these 128 
undertook to prepare their own soil, and 
procure their own seed.

A 
practical farmer is needed to superintend 
their operations, and he cannot effectively 
superintend patches scattered all through 
the thickly-getfled districts—one on a build- 
ing lot here, another on one five blocks off, 
and so on. Ons or two desirable pieces com- 
paratively close at hand have been denied 
them, for fear that the land might thereby 
be made Jess atractive to possible purchas- 


Finally, a tract of forty acre’ belonging 
to the Shoenberger estate has been leased, 
A lease,“ it seems, is a necessary formal- 
ity, even though no rent be paid, as a protec- 
tion to the owner against possible claim of 
squaiter rights. This tract runs from 
Twelfth to Fourteenth street, between For- 
ty-second and Forty-fourth avenues. It is 
nearly five miles from the center of the dis- 
trict. And yet, within four days of the send- 
ing out of notices that gardens were to be 
had there, sixty had been applied for, and 
within a week it was found that it would be 
necessary to open a twenty-acre patch at 
Twenty-second and Rockwell streets, be- 
longing to the McCormick estate, which had 
been held in reserve. 

‘These applicants eagerly accepted all the 
conditions. That is, the land wes to be 
plowed and harrowed for them, and the 
seeds provided. They were to be shown 
what to do ond how to do it. They were, 
however, to provide their own tools and get 
to their gardens as best they could. The 
question of tools is comparatively unimport- 
ant, as, once the land is prepared, a hoe, at 
85 or 40 cents, is all that is needed. And, as 
Mr. Simons of the Stock-Yards district 
truly said, “Any man who has sufficient 
energy to take up a patch at all has sufficient 


energy to hustle around and raise the price 


of a hoe.” Moreover, in other cities, where 
the experiment of free tools has been tried, it 
has not proved satisfactory. They have 
been lost or stolen so frequently as to prove 
a fruitful source of annoyance and expense. 
It has been proved more satisfactory to de- 
mand that the laborer supply himself, or, if 
absolutely unable to do so in the first in- 
stance, to require him eventually to pay for 
it from the proceeds of his garden. 

The question of transportation is mone 
serious. For most of the West Side garden- 
ers “ getting there as best they can means 
ten miles of walking. Application was made 
to the West Side surface roads for help in the 
matter, but was promptly denied. Which 
is not, after all, greatly to be wondered at 
when one considers how hard it would be to 
protect such privilegé from abuse. Similar 

_application has been made to the Metropoli- 
tan Elevated road, but without much hope, 
as the company is in a receiver's hands, and 
nothing can be done without red tape inter- 
minable. The difficulty of distance, how- 
ever, has only deterred two would-be farm- 
ers—one a cripple, the other an old man, 
tied down by a grandchild too small to be 
left alone, and too large to be carried such a 


distance.

„Nature Blocks Plans. 


In two other districts it was hoped to in- 
troduce the plan this summer. In 
what is known as the South Central dis- 
trict it was reluctantly given up. The soil 
was found to be so hard and clayey that 
no land could be obtained not absolutely 
out of reach, in which, according to ex- 
perts, anything but cabbages would grow. 
Admitting the succulence of the cabbage, 
the prospect of nothing but cabbage was 
not alluring. Moreover, it was doubted 


whether gardens once started could be pro- 


tected from the depredations of the omni- 
present small boy, not to mention his older 
and more sophisticated brother, who would 
probably steal for use whatever the young- 


ster did not pull up in wanton mischief. 


It is much easier to go to one’s neighbor's 
garden for vegetables than to the store— 
also much cheaper. As most of the poor of 
this quarter of the city are colored folk— 
with a proverbial weakness in happier climes 
for their neighbors’ melon patches, which 
would probably here expend itself grum- 
blingly on less attractive spoil—the force of 
these observations will be felt. The po- 
lice seem to think that they have trou- 
bles enough of their own—as doubtless they 
have—without being required to give spe- 
cial protection to any fool potato patches. 
So, as it seemed that things wouldn't grow 
anyhow, and that whatever did grow would 
probably be stolen, it was decided that the 
Pingree plan was not for the South Central 
district. 

In the Stock-Yards district, just south, 
Mr. Simons has neither of Mr. Hunter’s 
difficulties to contend with, and is start- 
ing a potato patch on a small scale on 
a twenty-acre tract “ leased’ fpr that pur- 
pose by George F. Swift. He has been 
greatly delayed by the dalliance of another 
Stock-Yards capitalist, who, after prac- 
tically promising him a fine tract of land for 
the purpose, drew back at the last minute. 
Mr. Simons, who has had a large experience 
with the poor, both here and in Cincin- 
nati, and is regarded as an authority in 
his own line, is by no means a visionary 
enthusiast. He does not believe the pota- 
to patch a slice of the millennium, nor does 
he expect it to solve the whole problem 
of poverty, or to prove the salvation of the 
workingman. He does, however, regard it 
as a practical solution of some of his most 
pressing difficulties. It provides food for 
all who will work for it. Incidentally, it 
furnishes fresh air and a glimpse of fair 
fields to a people to whom both are almost 
unknown. And if any man thinks that he 
knows something about smells simply from 
crossing the river twice a day, or from occa- 
sional traffic in South Water street, he is 
hereby informed that a visit to Mr. Simons’ 
neighborhood will prove a revelation to him. 
He will find there more smells, and louder 
smelis, and more aggressive smells, and 
smells of more soul-searching power and in- 
finite variety than are dreamed of in his 
philosophy. | 


Laziness Is Acquired. 

However, to return, Mr. Simons, tn spite of 
a long and necessarily disheartening ex- 
perience, stoutly maintains that physical 
laziness is not à trait indigenous to human- 
ity. Nay, more, he says that it is not often 
capable of successful cultivation; that when 
men don’t work it is because they have 
not found the right sort of work, because 
they cannot fit themselves in to the present 
horrible competition, rather than from any 
natural indisposition to the employment of 
their energies. In support of this theory 
he claims that no one to whom a potato 
patch has been offered in his district has de- 
clined it. Unfortunately on the land at his 
disposal he can at the outside only accommo- 
date about seventy-five families. His land 
i# only about two miles from the center of 
hie district. The scheme is one peculiarly 
applicable to the district, because of the con- 
ditions of labor there. The majority, ot 
course, find employment in the Stock-Yards, 
and in the Stock- Yards a whole day’s work is 
the exception rather than the rule. So that 
those who take patches will have plenty of 
time to work them without giving up any re- 
munerative employment they may have. 

In all the districts it is calculated, and it 
has been proved, that once fairly started, 
the family bread-winner can leave his patch 
almost entirely to the care of his wife and 
children. It is not hard work, not half so 
hard as much that they have been accus- 
tomed to, and it is healthy, wholesome, life- 
giving work, such as many of them have 
= known in all their pinched, starved

LONG BEEN CALUMNIATED. 


LMOST every educated person in 
France or outside of it is supposed to 
be well informed concerning the Bas- 
tille, but the truth is that ridiculous 

. notions regarding it are current. 

These historical errors were reproduced at 
the Paris Exposition of 1889, when a full- 
sized copy of the fortress was exhibited. 
The unfounded traditions, which have been 
embalmed in histories reputed trustworthy, 
like those of Michelet and of Louis Blanc, are 
contrasted with the facts, now completely 
verified in a book recently published in Paris 
by Messrs. Hachette and Cie, under the title 
of Légendes et Archives de la Bastille,“ by 
Frantz Funck-Brentano, with a preface by 
M. Victorien Sardou. In this volume of near- 
ly 300 pages we have a detailed account of 
the Mte led by prisoners in the Bastille at 
various epochs, of the experiences of men, 
of letters incarcerated from time to time 
in the fortress, and of the circumstances at- 
tending the capture of the prison on the 14th 
of July, 1789. There is also a chapter devot- 
ed to the man in the tron mask, who is suc- 
cessfully identified by the author with Mat- 
thioll, a treacherous Minister of the Duke 
of Mantua; and there is still another chapter 
allotted to Latude, who is shown to have 
been a rogue and an unconscionable weaver 
of fiction touching his own adventures. 


I. 


The popular conception of the Bastille is 
set forth in the well-known words of Louis 
Blanc: “Iron cages recalling those of 
Plessis les Tours and the torture suffered 
by Cardinal La Ballue; frightful subter- 
ranean cells, full of frogs, lizards, spiders, 
and monstrous rats, where the prisoner 
breathes a pestiferous air, and where the 
whole furnishing consists of a big stone 
covered with a little straw; enveloped inthe 
shadows of mystery, condemned to absolute 
ignorance of the offense imputed to him, and 
of the kind of torture awaiting him, the 
captive ceases to belong to earth.“ The au- 
thor of the book before us shows that if 
this melodramatic Bastille ever existed, that 
of the eighteenth century did not resemble 
it in the least. In 1789 the cells situated in 
the basement of the fortress, with windows 
looking on the moats, were no longer allotted 
even to persons condemned to death, or to 
dangerous lunatics. At the time of Necker's 
first ministry the use of these cells was in- 
terdicted for all cases whatsoever. More- 
over, the prisoner, who underwent an inter- 
rogatory immediately after his arrival, was 
never left in ignorance of the offense laid to 
his charge, and had no occasion for anxiety 
regarding the kind of suffering which await- 
ed him: a century had passed since torture 
or suffering of any kind had been tolerated 
in the Bastille. Every prisoner, instead of 
an oubliette,“ or an fron cage, occupied a 
good-sized chamber, the worst fauit of 
which was that it was somewhat ill lighted 
by a, narrow, barred window. It was well 
enough furnished, but it was the prisoner’s 
own fault if he did not 
brought in from the outside. He could also 
procure such clothing and linen as he de- 
sired, and, if he had no money for the pur- 
pose, he was provided with it, Latude com- 
plained of rheumatism; he was furnished 
with furs. He signified a wish for a red- 
striped dressing gown; the shops of Paris 
were ransacked to satisfy his desire. One 
Huguenot complained because the prison au- 
thorities did not give him the shirts with 
‘embroidered cuffs”’ which he had asked 
for. A lady named Sauvé had a caprice for 
a white silk gown dotted with green flowers. 
In all Paris they could only find one white 
silk gown with green stripes, and the hope 
is expressed that she will put up with that. 

Every room in the Bastille was supplied 
with a fireplace or with a stove. Firewood 
and Mght were gratuitously furnished; a 
prisoner could have as many candles as he 
wanted. He had paper, pens, and ink at his 
command These.were only suppressed pro- 
visionally, if he made a bad use of tifem, as 
Latude did, who scribbled all day long, in- 
sulting in his letters the Governor of the 
fortress and the Lieutenant of Police. A 
prisoner could borrow books from the Bas- 
tille library or have them sent in from the 
outside. La Baumelle had 600 volumes in 
his chambers. He could keep birds, cats, 
and dogs, without being reduced to taming 
the legendary spider. Musical instruments 
were permitted. Renneville played the vio- 
lin, Latude the flute. Every prisoner could 


embroider, use a lathe, or do joiner’s work. 


as he liked. Those prisoners whose conduct 
gave no cause for reproach were allowed to 
cali on one another and play tric-trac, cards, 
or chess in each other’s room, or ball and 
tennis in the courtyard. La Rouarie re- 
quested a billiard table for himself and his 
friends; he got it. Some of the prisoners 
used to be invited to dine with the Governor 
or to walk in his private garden. Some were 
authorized to go out, provided they promised 
to return by the evening. Others were even 
permitted to go out at night. Those who 
nad servants could make use of them, if the 
latter consented to share their master’s cap- 
tivity.

With regard to food, the testimony of the 
prisoners was unanimous that it was good 
and plentiful. ‘‘I had,“ says Dumouriez, 
“five dishes for dinner and pie for supper, 
without counting dessert.“ Beaumont ac- 
knowledges that he left with regret a place 
where he could eat and drink his fill. Po 
tler d’Elmotte says: M. de Launey, Gov- 
ernor of the Bastille, used to come and chat 
with me in a friendly way, and had them 
serve me every dish that I desired.“ Baron 
Mannequin, a hypochondriac, who com- 
plained of everything, owns, nevertheless, 
that they gave him more meat than he could 
eat. L’Abbé de Buquoy declares that the 
food was exceedingly good, and that it was 
the King's intention that the prisoners 
should be well nourished. The rancorous 
Linguet acknowledges that he made three 
good meals a day, and that they served him 
such a quantity of meat that he saw a trap 
in it. They meant,” he says, to poison 
me.“ What he does not mention is that 
the Governor sent him every morning the 
bil of fare for the day, on which the pris- 
oner marked with his own hands such dishes 
as pleased him, “ always choosing the most 
dainty, and, as regards quantity, enough to 
satisfy five or six epicureans.“ Under Louis 
XIV. we obtain from Renneville the follow- 


| Ing enumeration of the dishes served to him: 


“ Oysters, crayfish, fowis, capons, mutton, 
veal, pigeons, asparagus, cauliflower, young 
peas, artichokes, salmon, soles, trout, every

There is, 


however, a great difference between the 

reality, as it is here set forth, and the cur- 

rent conception of the Bastille, between, in 

other words, this hotel for literary peo- 

ple,“ as it used to be called, and the fright- 

ful cells of a modern penitentiary. 
— 

Now, let us see what actually happened on 
July, 14, 1789, and what those who captured 
the Bastille found in it. On July 18, says 
Michelet, “ Paris defends herself. On the 
lith she attacks. A voice awakens her, 
crying: ‘Go and take thé Bastille.“ That 
day was the day of the whole people.“ These 
words our author regards as lyrical, but as 
totally without foundation in fact. He 
brings forward the testimony of Marat, who 
was an eye witness and certainly cannot be 
suspected of anti-republican sentiments: 
“The Bastille, tll-defended, was taken by a 
few soldiers and a lot of beggars, most of 
them Germans and provincials. The Paris- 
fans looked on from curiosity.“ As a matter 
of fact the “ whole people of Michelet must 
be reduced to 1,000 individuals, of whom not 
more than 300 at most took any part in the 
proceedings. „ was a witness,’ writes 
Chancellor Pasquier, “of the taking of the 
Bastille. There was nothing serious in what 
they call the ncht. There was absolutely 
no resistance. The truth is that this so- 
called great combat did not for an instant 
scare the spectators who had drawn near to 
see the result. Among these were a good 
many women, including some women of 
fashion. The latter, in order to get a nearer 
view, had left their carriages at a distance. 
Close to me was standing Mlle. Contat of the 
Comédie Francaise. We staid until the 
dénouement and I gave her my arm as far 
as her carriage, which was standing in the 
Place Royale.“ The Bastille, in truth, was 
not’ taken ; it was voluntarily surren- 
dered. Nota single cannon shot was fired. 

Although the Bastille opened its gates 
without a struggle, it must not be imagined 
that the legends which represented it as the 
abode of cruelty came thereupon to an end. 
While the whole Paris of Michelet assas- 
sinates the soldiers who surrendered the 
fortress, cuts into strips the man who had 
prevented it from being blown up, massacres 
Major de Losme, who had been the fricnd 
and benefactor of the prisoners, and tortures 
and beheads De Launey, the Governor, a 
few respectable persons remind each other 
that after all there must be some prisoners 
and that it might be well to deliver them. 
This is the moment to listen to the so-called 
historian, Louis Blanc: 
doors of the cells have crumbled under a gen- 
erous push; the prisoners are free. Alas! 
for three of them it was too late. 
tim for seven years of the unexplained 
vengeance of an implacable father, the first 
of the three, who was the Count de Solages, 
found neither relatives to acknowledge him 
nor property, for his estate had become the 
prey of greedy collateral relatives. The sec- 
ond's name was Whyte. Of what crime was 
he culpable, accused, suspected at least? 
No one ever knew. The man himself it was 
vain to interrogate, for at the Bastille he 
had lost his reason. The third, Tavernier, 
at the sight of his liberators had supposed 
that it was his executioners advancing, and 
put himself on the defensive. He was un- 
deceived with an embrace; but on the mor- 
row they found him wandering about the 
streets and mumbling upintelligible words. 
The poor man was mad.” The author of this 
book demonstrates that in this extract from 
Louls Blanc there are as many deliberate 
misstatements as there are words. The 
Count of Solages was an execrable libertine, 
shut up at the request of his family for 
** atrocious and notorious erimes.“ His rel- 
atives, nevertheless, consented to give him 
shelter after his “ deliverance,’’ and it was 
in their charge that he died in 1825. 

Whyte and Tavernier had not become crazy 
in the Bastille; they had been put in the Bas- 
tille expressly for the reason that they were 
crazy, and the last named, moreover, had 
been implicated in an assassination. On 
his escape from the Bastille a wigmaker of 
the quarter took charge of Tavernier, but he 
broke all the furniture in the house of his 
host, who thereupon had him shut up at 
Charenton, where Whyte presently rejoined 
him. The four other prisoners delivered,“ 
Correge, Beschade, Jujade, and Laroche, 
had been imprisoned for the vulgar crime of 
forgery, consequently Louis Blanc is careful 
to pass over their names in silence. Ten 
days previously another “‘ victim of tyranny 
had been groaning in irons.’"’ We refer to 
the Marquis de Sade, who de Launey had 
caused to be transferred to Vincennes, thus 
depriving the conquerors of the glory of de- 
livering the future author of the infamous 
book known as Justine.“ But of all the 
prisoners the most popular, the one whose 
misfortunes all Paris wept over, was the 
famous Count de Lorges, who, itis said, had 
been shut up thirty-two years. A contem- 
porary engraving represents him at the mo- 
ment when his chains were broken, and an 
effigy of the unfortunate old man figured in 
the miniature reproduction of the Bastille 
exhibited in 1889. Now, as a matter of fact, 
this Count de Lorges never existed. The 
simple truth is that on July 14, 1789, there 
were just seven prisoners in the Bastille, two 
crazy men, an execrable libertine, and four 
forgers. As to their number and the grounds 
of their detention Micheleg is dumb. He does 
not want to hurt the e t of his picture. 
Accordingly he confines himself to speaking 
of the two who had “ he crazy,'’ a con- 
temptible equivocation. 

M. Funck-Brentano must expect to“ be 
treated as a reactionary by those who love 
lies better than the truth. In the eyes of 
many Frenchmen you are reactionary if you 
do not blacken everything belonging to the 
ancien régime. Indisputably that régime 
had its vices and abuses to which the revo- 
lution put an end, but that is no reason why 
we should caluminate the past and make it 
blacker than it was.—New York Sun.

"EXPLAINED BY GEN. SOOYSM! 


Style Which Has Revolutionized Building Operations 
in Every City Throughout the Civilized World. 


FINDS MANY FAULTS 


HICAGO construction as it is now | 


universally called, was the subject of 
an instructive and interesting paper 
recently read before the Western 
Society of Engineers by General Will- 

iam Sooy Smith. 
The subject of buildings is of vital inter- 
est to all mankind,” he said. ‘“* Our con- 
venience, comfort, health, and safety de- 
pend largely upon the character of our 
dwellings and of the buildings in which our 
labor is done and our business transacted. 
It is especially requisite that the materials 
employed and the modes of construction of 
buildings shall be such as to make them 
strong, durable, safe. and economical. They 


should also be as nearly as possible proof 


against destruction by fire, or by fire and 
water combined, as they are generally ex- 
posed to the joint action of the two in cases 
of conflagration. 

“The ‘skeleton construction” now 30 
common in large cities for tall buildings is 
about as faulty and objectionable as it can 
be when exposed to this combined action. 
The expansion of the steel the buildings con- 
tain is at the rate of a tenth of an inch per 
foot for a change in temperature of 1,000° 
(red heat). The other materials, stone, 
brick, terra-cotta, etc., each has its own 
rate of expansion, a from each other 
and from that of steel. hey all differ also 
in their conductivity of heat. If these ma- 
terials and steel are raised in temperature 
equally throughout their whole length, the 
increase in length will differ in each ma- 
terial, and taking the conditions as they 
occur in almost all burning buildings, the 
steel will, on this account, be heated much 
more quickly, and throughout a much 
greater part of its length, than any of the 
other materials present. The differences in 
the total dimensions of the several parts 
of the building resulting from these causes 
is so great as to bring about a destructive 
war between them. This is not mere theory, 
although it is correct. Close observation of 


the effects of fire on buildings discloses the | 


same facts, 


When a fire is in progress in a building | 


and its parts heated to a high temperature, 
the fire engines throw powerful streams af 
cold water on the heated materials, and 
most of those now commonly employed fly 
to pieces under this joint action of fire and 
water. So says Chief Swenle of the Chicago 
Fire department, and all who have become 
familiar with the effects of fire and water 
on building material. This is especially 
true of the light integument of terra-cotta 
built around the steel columns of a skeleton 


building. 


Iron and Steel. 


Iron and steel being the strongest ma- 
terials used in the construction of buildings, 
and in proportion to the service to be per- 
formed one of the cheapest, have deservedly 
come to the front rapidly as building 
material, particularly in the Unitéd States, 
for the high buildings that ha een erect- 
ed in the business districts of large cities 
in which the high prices of lots make it ad- 
visable to secure the greatest rentable space 
practicable on’a given area. | 
The experience previously gained in the 
construction of iron and steel bridges 
throughout the world prepared the way for 
the use of these metals in buildings, and to 
some extent developed correct methods of 
proportioning and connecting their parts. 
But it seems remarkable, in view of this ex- 
perience, that such radical defects still creep 
into the details of iron and steel framing in 
bulldipgs—such as the flimsy lug and bracket 
connection of beams and gitders with the 
columns, the eccentricity of loads on the 
columns, and the want of provision for ex- 
pansion and contraction of the parts of the 
skeleton of a building. These defects are 
easily remedied. 

“And now supposing that all the metal 
parts of a building are properly shaped and 
connected, and all the loads and Strains 
which the skeleton frame is to sustain are 
amply provided for, two great dangers 
threatening the safety and durability of the 
building still remain—viz.: the weakening 
and destruction of the metal members by 
corrosion or by heat. These dangers are 
actual and obvious. But the precise rates of 
weakening by heat and destruction by cor- 
rosion under different circumstances are not 
as accurately known as they should be. 

A column of iron or steel, such as those 
now commonly used in high buildings, would 
hold little more than it own weight when 
red hot and it is well known that thereisa 
dangerous weakening effect of heat at + atm 
lower temperatures. 
Tests made at Watertown, Mass, tn 1890, 
by James E. Howard for me led to the fol- 
lowing conclusions—viz.: 

„% de modulus of elasticity of both tron 
and steel decreased with an increase in 
temperature, the change being more marked 
with mild steels. 


Elastic Limit. 


The elastic limit, like the modulus of 
elasticity, decreases with increased temper- 
ature, the rate of change being affected 
somewhat by the amount of carbon in the 
steel. With an increase in temperature there 
is a decrease in tensile strength; the latter 
in case of mild steels reaches a minimum at 
about 200 degrees Fahfenheit. With a still 
further increase in temperature there is also 
an increase in tensile strength, but at about 


460 degrees Fahrenheit the tensile strength 


reaches a maximum. As the temperature 


rises above this point the tenacity dimin- 
I ishes rapidly.’ 


From this it must be apparent that, the 
usual method of giving to columne, beama, 
and girders certain lade and proportions 


such as to.secure ample strength with a 


proper factor of safety while the metal is at 
ordinary atmospheric temperatures is alto- 
gether insufficient to insure safety in case 
of exposure to the high heat that may attack 
it during a conflagration. And here let it 


| be remembered that the metal while heated 


loses much of its strength to resist tension 
and compression, and also loses in greater 
degree its resistance to lateral flexure, and 
so the entire skeleton of a building may be 
deptived of a stiffness necessary to its sta- 


ty. 

It also happens that while the column 
beams, and girders are weakened they aoe 
also expanded by heat, and unequally, as the 
degree of heat to which the different mem- 
bers are exposed varies. The unequal ex- 
Pansions of the horigontal beams and 
girders push the columns out of vertical into 
buckling positions, rendering almost certain 


collapse of the whole structure. 


“This has already occurred in many in- 
stances, and is likely to occur whenever 
fire attacks a ‘skeleton building in which 
the metal parts are not absolutely protected 
by proper fireproofing. 

It also frequentfy occurs that the hori- 
zontal expansions of the beams and girders 
crack and shove out the wall against which 
their ends abut. 

Many buildings having skeletons of iron 
and steel imperfectly protected by so-called 
fireproofing have failed when heated by fire 
either in these buildings | es. or in 
some inetances from the burning of an ad- 
jacent Building even at a Gonsiderabte dis- 
tance away, notably in the case of the Man- 
hattan, Savings Bank Building, corner of 
BleecKer street and Broadway, New York, 
which was ignited by the burning of another 
pte forty feet away and practically de- 
stroy and the three steel skeleton (so- 
called) freproof ruined by fire in 
Pittsburg Fa., on May 3, 180%.

As the metal in a steel column is usually 
not more than one-half inch thick, corrosion 
at the above rate would make a steel build. 
ing unsafe in less than twenty years. 

In an fron or steel skeleton building the 
columns starting at the basement floor, or 
at the floor at street level, extend to the top 
of the building. They are hollow and paint. 
ed only og the outside, and this with paint 


protection from corrosion after the first five 
or ten years. The girders are nearly as 
much exposed as the columns, while the 
beams are generally bare on the top and 
bottom surfaces of the flanges and some.

“ A steel or tron skeleton building can be 
made safe and durable only by thorough 
knowledge of the nature of these metals and 
careful provision against the dangers that

This may be done by covering 
metallic surfaces, both inside and outsid 
with an indestructible coating of a materia’ 
that will absolutely prevent corrosion,

Her Great Learning. 


- Ramabal won the title of Pundita by 
her learning. The honorary degree of 
Sarasvati was conferred upon her by 
the Pundits of Calcutta after a rigid exam- 
ination. She was almost the first woman of 
her race and caste—Brahman, the highest in 
India—to be educated. Her history is ro- 
mantic. 
Her father was a Brahman priest of exalt- 
ed rank, celebrated for his erudition. In 
his boyhood he had accompanied a tutor who 
gave lessons to the wife of a reigning Pesh- 
war, and was surprised to find that a woman 
could learn to recite Sanskrit poetry.. He 
had married, at the age of 10, a child whom 
, he left at home while attending school. He 
found the prejudices cf his race too great to 
permit him to carry out his plan for educat- 
ing her, but on becoming a widower at 80 he 
married again a girl of 9 ye 
This child, who become tHe mother of 
Ramabai, was given him by her father, 
whom the learned Ananta Shastri met 
casually. He took his little bride from 
home and friends the day after their first 
meeting. They made their home in the 
jungle, amid dense foliage, where wild 


roundings three children were born, two girls 
and a boy, Ramabai being the youngest. 
Her father’s learning brought him so many 


to the mother to teach their last child, and 
in the dawn of early morning the little one 
was aroused from slumber for lessons given 
orally and without text books. 


Her Sister’s Fata * 


Both parents died when Ramabal was 16. 
The sister had been given in marriage as a 
child, conditioned upon her husband’s re- 
maining with the bride’s family for educa- 
tion. This condition was not observed and 
when 23 the intelligent young woman was 
compelled to live with an illiterate brute, 


after and her fate doubtless saved her sister. 
Ramabai and her brother wandered over 
India studying and lecturing in behalf of 
reforms, until he, too, was taken from 
her. The Pundita married at 22 a cultured 
Bengali gentleman, whom she chose her- 
self The union was happy, but it lasted less 
than two years, and Ramabai was left 
with a lit¥e girl a few months old, called 
Manorama, meaning “‘ Heart's Joy.” 
Being thus denied domestic life, Ramabalt 
resumed her former work, lecturing for 
the advancement of her own sex. Her 
enthusiasm won many admirers, among 
them Dr. W. W. Hunter, who was connected 
with British educational. affairs. She was 
made the theme of one of Dr. Hunter's 
lectures in Edinburg, and great joc was 
aroured in her efforts for the amelio of 
the condition of her sisters. 
“The Arya Mahfla Somaj, probably the 
first woman's club in India, was founded by 
her in Poona in furtherance of the work of 
promoting the education of native women 
and to discourage child marriage. .

The ever welcome anniversary of Decora- 


military pageantry and patriotic tributes of 
respect to the memory of the dead of the | 
civil war. The indications are now that 
the celebration will be more general and 


the display more elaborate than ever before, 


although thirty-three years have elapsed 
since the final surrender at Appomattox, 
which shows that the spirit of patriotism 
is not dying out and that the people still 
hold the dead of the union army in grateful 
and affectionate remembrance. 

It adds to the.significance, and largely, 
also, to the popular enthusiasm, that this 
anniversary will be celebrated for the first 
time while the republic is at war with a 
foreign nation. As the veterans of 1861-’65 
march through the streets with their tat- 
tered battle flags thousands of young men 
of the present generation have gone into 
camp awaiting the signal for a forward 
movement, and thousands more stand ready 
to enlist under the new call for volunteers 
in the war with Spain. The es wit- 
nessed now are not unlike those witnessed 
in the early days of 1861. Now, as then, 
the young men are coming to the front, and 
the flower of American youth is offer- 
ing its service in this struggle for humanity 
and civilization. Then the North rose in 
defense of the integrity of the nation and 
for the preservation of a republican form of 
government. Now North and South join 
hands to estop a cruel monarchical govern- 
ment in its atrocious policy of starvation 
and murder, to restore order in a country 
at our very doors, to guarantee its people 
their freedom and stable government, and 
to protect our commercial and property 
interests from ruin. Then North and South 
were arrayed against each other; now they 


domestic war between peoples of the same 
race and blood; now it is a war, for the first 
time since the days of the revolution, with 
an alien European race, and its first victory 
was achieved on the far away shores of the 
Pacific. The fathers today celebrate a war 
closed over a generation ago; the sons are 
mustering for a conflict beyond our own 
shores. e former fought for self-pres- 
ervation; the latter have devoted them- 
selves to the preservation of a people who 
have made a long and gallant struggie for 
freedom against overwhelming odds and al- 
most unexampled barbarity. Those who 
shall fall in this strife will be held in the 
same affectionate remembrance as those 
who gave their lives on Southern fields for 
the defense of the nation. Thus Decoration 
day hereafter will be invested with a new 
significance and an added cause for the na- 
tional gratitude. é 

There is still another reason why every 
patriotic American should rejoice on this 
Decoration day. The last sectional barrier 
between North and South has been broken 
down by our first foreign war. The blue and 
the gray have joined hands, and Northern 
sailors and Southern sailors stand side 
by side upon our vessels. Both are fighting 
under the same flag in a common cause. If 
the war with Spain had produced no other 
result it would have been richly compen- 
sated for by this removal of the last vestiges 
of sectional prejudice and the complete re- 
union of North and South. There is every 
reason, therefore, why the patriotic services 
of Decoration day should be more generally 
performed than ever before, and why the 
veterans of one generation should exult with 
more than ordinary patriotic fervor while 
the youth of the next generation, North and 
South together, is marching to the field to 
the same thrilling music, under the same 
flag, and for the sacred cause of humanity, 
freedom, and civilization.

Three years ago some Chicago enthusiasts 
announced that the city had two million 
inhabitants and organized a “ Two Million 
club” to show that they believed what they 
said.

| registration figures, and by the number 


of school children. Local eensuses which 
did not sustain their contention were put 
on one side summarily as “ incomplete.” 

Nothing has been heard of the “ Two 
Million club” for some time. It» members 
may have been so absorbed in the war and 
other matters as to be indifferent concern- 
ing the population of Chicago, or it may be 
that as the time when the national census 
is to be takem draws near it is deemed 
wiser not to be too venturesome in guesses 
as to the number of inhabitants. The 
“population boomers” of a few years ago 
may deem it their duty, however, to make 
a protest when they see it asserted that 
Chieago has only about two million inhabi- 
tants at this time. ar 

The compilers of the directory for this 
year estimate that the population is ap- 
proximately 1,880,000, as against 1,828,000 
last year. They assume that there has been 
a gain of 52,000, or a trifle over 3 per cent.

‘GO TO THE PRIMARIES. 
The fall election primaries to be held by 
the Republicans next week will be the 
first real test of the virtues of the new 
primary law, so far as the Republican 
voters aré concerned. The Democratic pri- 
maries, to be held a month later, will show 
how much interest the rank and file of that 
party take in a law which gives them an 
opportunity to make nominations, Pri- 
maries were held under the new law for 
the municipal election, but that was little 
more than an experimental trial. The 
voters were not thoroughly acquainted with 
the law and its possibilities. Most of them 
do know something about it now. The 
only question is whether they care to take 
advantage of it, or are willing to let the 
bosses have the exclusive charge of the se- 
lection of candidates. Ls 
The mary Elections commi of the 
Civic federation, an organization which had 
much to do with the enactment of the new 
law, and which is naturally anxious it 
should be a success, has issued an address 
to the voters pressing on their attention the 
importance of the primaries soon to be 
held. The address reminds the voters that 
national, State, and municipal questions 
are involyed. The delegates to be selected 
at the primaries will nominate Congress- 
men and State Senators who will vote for 
the next United States Senator. They will 
take part in the nomination of State offi- 
cers. They will also designate the men who 
will fill the rete: offices, who, as Judges, 
will administer civil and eriminal justice 
in this ¢ity and county, and who, as assess- 
ment officers, will put in force that new rev 
enue law, “ which practically revolution- 
izes the whole system of making valuations 
and levying taxes.” | | 
Some of the delegates chosen will nom

WHERE 16 CERVERA! . 


The intelligence of the whereabouts of 


the Spanish Cape Verde fleet is of a varied 
and picturesque order, presuming that 
there is such a thing as a Cape Verde fleet 
and that Admiral Cervera is not a mere 
myth—a Flying Dutchman of the sea. As 
no one has seen that fleet since it left Cape 


| Verde, presuming that it has left that local- 


ity, it follows that no one 4s warranted in 
stating where it is at present. It is pretty 
certain there is such a fleet belonging to 
Spain, but beyond this there is nothing 
which may be definitely predicated, except 
perhaps that if it could cross the ocean and 
cruise all about the Caribbean Sea from 
Barbadoes to Santiago without being seen 
by any one of our seventy-seven war vessels 
there is no good reason why it should not 
have sailed back again without being seen. 

Notwithstanding this probability it is ev- 
idently the conviction of our lookouts that 
it is their duty to see the Spanish fleet, and. 
they are fulfilling that duty conscientiously 
and comprehensively. By the latest reports 
they have seen its topmasts sticking up 
above the promontory at the entrance of 
Santiago Bay, while others have peeked in 
and seen no evidence of it. They have seen 
it off the Mole St. Nicholas steaming north- 
ward through the Windward Passage, ev- 
idently bent upon attacking the Havana 
blockaders or bombarding Atlantic ports. 
They have seen it making for Port Limon, 


on the Costa Rican coast, sailing north- 


ward, perhaps en route with evil intent for 
Galveston or New Orleans. It is hardly 
conceivable that Cervera is going to cross 
the isthmus and debouch into the Pacific, 
thence to enter the Golden Gate and play 
hob with San Francisco, or to cross and try 
conclusions with Dewey. .In the absence 
of an interoceanic canal it does not seem 
to be possible that he can get to the Pacific, 
though there are just as good reasons for 
reporting him there as in any other one of 
half a dozen places where he has been 
seen. Perhaps it is fortunate after all that 
there is no interoceanie eanal. The Span- 
jards have also been seen off St. Thomas, 
on their way to San Juan de Puerto Rico. 
They have been seen again off Hayti. They 
have been seen at Cienfuegos. They have 
been seen making their way to the Canaries. 
As it is impossible that Cervera, notwith- 
standing his resources as an artful dodger, 
could be seen in a dozen places at once, there 
will be a galling suspicion in the minds of 
the people that he has not been seen at all. 
There will also be a suspicion that instead 
of being bottled up at Santiago there is 
nothing in that bottle except the cork, and 
that Cervera has not at any time been in 
the bottle. It must be remembered that 
the only news of his being there has come 
from the Spanish government, which is a 
big liar, and from Blanco, who is a bigger 
one. When Blanco cables that Cervera's 
squadron is still at Santiago, that the bulk 
of Sampson’s squadron is blockading that 
port, and that Schley’s squadron is watch- 
ing the Yucatan Passage, it may be taken 
for granted that he is talking to the ma- 
rines and is giving out news for consump- 
tion by the Board of Strategy. ee 
This is a world of uncertainties, but the 
most uncertain of them all is the where- 
abouts of Cervera and his vessels, if there 
Is such a man, and if he really has vessels 


TRIBUNE does not propose to commit itself 
in this matter. It dare not go farther than 
to advise the people to “keep cool” and 
trust the Board of Strategy, and to improve 
their opportunities of studying geography 
which are afforded by the situation.

“DOMESTIC SCIENCE” IN THE SCHOOLS. 

„ Domestic science” is to be “made a 
part of the curriculum” in the public 
schools next year if the recommendations 
of the Board of Education are adopted. 
This is a high-flown way of stating that the 
girls are to be taught sewing and cooking on 
one or two days of each week. It is pro- 
posed to open fifteen “ centers” next Sep- 
tember, each so placed that the pupils in 
tour or five schools can use it. An appro- 


There is no doubt that thotéugh or even a 
partial knowledge of cooking and sewing 
will be of value to all the girls who attend 
the Chicago schools. .Many of them will 
have to do their own cooking in after 
years when they get married, and they are 
the ones who need some scientific instruc- 
tion on the subject. That kind of instruc- 
tion they seldom get at home, where the 


culinary art is little understood. 


To know how to cook well and economical 
ly is to know how to make home happy. A 
large percentage of the earnings of persons 
of small means goes to buy food for the 
family, and the housewife who is a good 
cook cannot only cut down that chief item of 
expense but she can give the family meals 
which will not ruin health and make it 
necessary to send for the doctor. The more 
indigestible the food the greater the con- 
sumption of medicine. The woman who 
can make bread saves the profits of 
‘the baker, who finds his best customers 
among poor people. The woman who pre- 


bares decent meals for children doe not

The poor girl who does not know how to 
sew fairly well is constantly paying others 
out of her scanty means to do things for her 
which she ought to be able to do for her- 
self. Skill with the needle is almost as 
money saving an art as that of skill in the 
use of the oven and the frying-pan. Fur- 
thermore, any girl who knows how to sew 
well or to cook passably well can earn her 
living at a time when those accomplish- 
ments are measurably rare, if she will only 
condescend to “ hire out.” 5 

It is desirable that the Chicago girls 
should be familiar with “ domestic science.” 
That science may not help them te get 
husbands, but it will aid them materially 
in keeping them when they have been 
caught. “ Love’s young dream” passes 
away, but the charm of savory and inex- 
pensive dinners endures forever. At the 
same time it is essential that the girls who 
go to the Chicago schools should learn how 
to read, write, and cipher. Those are the 
necessaries of education. Whoever 'pos- 
sesses them can learn more if he or she 
pleases. 

At present the time of the pupils is taken 
up with a great variety of subjects. They 
are given small doses of a number of studies 
and the majority of them learn nothing 
thoroughly. They have a smattering—soon 
lost—of knowledge concerning many sub- 
jects. Therefore if the gifls are to be given 
“domestic science” in addition to all the 
book studies they have now their acquaint- 
ance with those studies will be even scantier 
than it is now. So if the Board of Educa- 
tion is going to make the girls learn sewing 
and cooking it ought to drop some of the 
ornamental studies which consume some of 
their time now.

THE NAVAL fied commendation of the

THE CASE OF DR. M’GIFFERT. 

Evidently heresy hunting is less in favor 
with the Presbyterian General Assembly 
than it was before the cases of Professor 
Briggs and Professor Smith had appeared. 
The attitude of the present assembly has 
been conciliatory, and the action taken on 
Dr. McGiffert of Union Theological Sem- 
inary, while in the end it will probably 
amount to expulsion, has been milder than 
was to be expected. The church is on the 
defensive rather than on the aggressive, as 
before. The cumulative signs of the last 
few years have not been without their les- 
son to the ultra-conservatives. The whole 
matter was put into a nutshell by the Rev. 
Sheldon Jackson when he said: Wecan- 
not afford to destroy our church.” 

The moderate views represented by Dr. 
Jackson prevailed by an overwhelming ma- 


his committee was accepted with scarcely 
a dozen dissenting votes among the 600 com- 
missioners of which the assembly is com- 
posed. This report steers between the two 
extremes, It censures Dr. McGiffert’s 
History of the Apostolic Age” as heret- 
ical, but it refrains from directly attack- 
ing the author, further than by counseling 
him either to reconsider his views or to 
withdraw from the Presbyterian ministry. 
This action, to be sure, is more than se- 
vere enough, but the spirit in which it is 
done is far different from that of the memo- 
rial of the Pittsburg Presbytery which led 
to the action, and which denounced the 
book as “a flagrant and ominous scandal.” 
There is a distinct desiré for peace, not war. 

The same conciliatory tendency is also 
seen in the quiet dropping of the Princeton 
Inn affair. The refusal of President Patton 
and other Princeton professors to attend 
the assembly was too ominous a sign to be 
ignored, so the wise peace diplomats in the 
church decided not to further alienate the 
great Presbyterian institution by censuring 
it on a detail of morals which it was en- 
titled to settle as local conditions dictated. 
They contented themselves with the diplo- 
matic observation that Princeton's morals 
were safe in the keeping of her own offi- 
cers "—which is undoubtedly as true as it is 
| politic. 

No portion of the church is more weary of 
heresy hunting than the New York Pres- 
It has had its fill of that sort of 
thing in the previous cases, and when a 


minority report threatened to repeat his- 


tory by referring the McGiffert case to the 
New York body the commissioners from 
that presbytery metaphorically got on their 
knees and implored: “ Whatever else you 
do, do not send the case back to New York.” 
So the case was left hanging in the air for 
a year, with the burden of action thrown 
on the supposed offender’s shoulders. 

It is not likely that Dr. MeGiffert will re- 
cant even to the extent that Galileo did 
before he muttered under his breath: “ The 
world does move, for all that.” Not being 
under the cruel necessity of going through 
a mock recantation,’ Dr. McGiffert will 
probably do the other thing and leave the 
Presbyterian ministry. There are plenty 
of other churches in which he can work and 
worship without having to narrow his his- 
torieal methods to the rule and square of the 
Westminster Confession. It the body to 
which he belongs insists on that style of 
history it id entirely within its right in ask- 
ing him to get out, and he should not ask 
to stay. Even the theological world is a 
wide one in these days, and a natural process 
of growth and decay will show in good time 
whether the old idea of biblical interpreta.

A Washington dispatch 
Coast SIGNAL says that the government 
SERVICE. has just completed the or- 
ganization of a body of men 
for coast signal service, their field of duty 
extending from Bar Harbor, Me., to Gal- 
veston, Tex., the object being to give prompt 
warning of the approach of a hostile fleet. 
The new bureau, which is under the direc- 
tion of Captain Bartlett of the Naval Board 
of Information, employs 2,300 men, scat- 
tered along! the coast, with 34 central sta- 
tions from 60 to 100 miles apart. These, in 
turn are connected directly by tele- 
graph with the Coast Signal office of 
the Navy department, in constant touch 
with the entire stretch of the At- 
lantic and gulf coasts. Towers have 
been erected at the points of observation, 
with small houses for living purposes, to 
each of which have been assigned five naval 
militia men with the rank of naval quarter- 
masters. The rest of the force is made up 
of the lighthouse men, scattered from Maine 
to Texas, and the life-saving service along 
the coast, there being about 1,200 of the 
former and 1,000 of the latter. By arrange- 
ment with the telegraph companies the re- 
ports of these observers take precedence 
over private telegraphic business, so that 
the Navy department may gain immediate 
information of the approach of any hostile 
fleet or suspicious vessel. The system is 
already in working order. This scheme is 
one of many, going to show the vast 
amount of work that has devolved upon the 
departments in preparation for the present 
war. 


GORMAN TURNS AGAINST CORPORATIONS 

Senator Gorman announces that he is 
going to vote for the issue of bonds. He be- 
lieves that if the President is not allowed 
to sell 3 per cent bonds, as is proposed by the 
war revenue bill, a crisis may come within 
thirty days which will force him to sell, 
under the act of 1875, bonds drawing 4 or 5 
per cent interest. The Senator is going to 
vote against the proposition to issue more 
legal tender notes and the amendment for 
the coinage of the silver seigniorage. That 
amendment, he states, “ involves a political 
contention of eight years’ standing,“ and he 
deems it fruitless and unwise to force that 
question to the front now. He is the third 
Democratic Senator—Lindsay and Caffery 
are the others—who has declared his inten- 
tion of vqting for bonds. There are some 
more who will do likewise. 

It was expected that Senator Gorman 
would take the stand he has concerning the 
monetary amendments of the free silver ma- 
jority of the Finance committee. It was 
not expected, however, that he, who has 
always shown himself so good a friend to 
the corporations—especially that large one 
known as the sugar trust—would propose to 


tax it and many other corporations more 


heavily than the Finance committee pro- 
poses to, or that he would characterize the 
income tax decision of the Supreme Court 
as “infamous,” and declare that if a cor- 


poration tax were imposed by Congress, and 


the Supreme Court decided it was uncon- 
stitational, that decision would “ destroy 
the court.” Now that Senator Gorman’s 
term of office is drawing to a close he be- 
comes less “smooth” in his language as 
well as less fond of corporations. a 
The Finance committee recommends that 


all corporations be taxed an amount equiva- 


lent to one-quarter of 1 per cent of their 
gross receipts. Senator Gorman has intro- 
duced an amendment imposing on all per- 
sons or cqyporations engaged in the trans- 
portation business by land or water—steam 
and street railroads, steamboat companies, 
etc.—on all gas and electric companies, and 
all concerns which refine petroleum or 
sugar, a tax equivalent to one-half of 1 per 
cent of all their receipts. These are the 
corporations which the Senator from Mary- 
land is determined to have taxed. He will 
not find fault if other corporations are al- 
lowed to escape. 


Senator Gorman wants “the large in- 


terests to pay taxes instead of the peo- 
ple,” but the corporations he proposes to 
tax, practically exercising monopoly fran- 
chises, will be able to a large extent to 
shift to their patrons the taxes imposed on 
them. If corporations which make shoes 
are taxed and private concerns are not, the 
former have to pay the tax. That does not 
hold good for gas and railroad companies or 
the sugar trust. 

In order to get around the income tax de- 
cision the Senate Democrats do not propose 
to tax the gross receipts of corporations, 


which are personal property. They under- 


take to tax the exercise of corporate fran- 
chises and make the gross receipts the 
measure of the amount of money to be paid. 
The constitutionality of that method of tax- 
ation is denied by good lawyers, on the 
ground that the franchises of the corpora- 
tions it is proposed to tax are bestowed by 
the States and not by the national govern- 
ment; that where a corporation is chartered 
not for commercial purposes, like a dry goods 
concern, but to operate a railroad, a ferry, 
or a turnpike, or for many other purposes 
which might be mentioned, it is created to 
perform certain functions of a State—it is a 
State instrumentality. 

But as the States cannot tax federal 
agencies, for “ the power to tax involves the 
power to destroy,” it is contended that the 
general government cannot tax the agencies 
of the States, because if it could it would 
have the power to destroy them. It could 
tax every railroad and telegraph company 
out of existence. This argument neither 
Senator Gorman nor any other Democratic 
Senator has answered. Senator Gorman 
wishes the Supreme Court to pass on the 
question, and threatens the court with de- 
struction if it does not decide it to suit him. 
He has suddenly become extremely violent 
in his language.

ENTRY LISTS ARE SMALL. 


Both Are Over the Wheeling 
| Route Again. 


CLOSE CONTESTS EXPECTED. 


WO big road races will be held tomor- 
row over the Wheeling course. ‘The 
first will be held in the forenoon, start- 
ing from Wheeling, between 10 and 11 
o’clock and finishing at Garfield Park. 

This is the annual Chicago road race held 
under the auspices of the Associated Cycling 
Clubs. Itis the old Decoration day road race 
which for a number of years has been the 
feature of the day’s sport.

mits for the right of way at Wheeling at the

Visiting Players Don’t Like the Treat-

Cincinnati. 


Despite a bit of hard luck and bad pitch- 
ing and weak batting, the Chicago club has 
held its own through the last week and 
bids fair to tide over the transitory stage 
in good shape. The team is in bad condition. 
Hard, wintry weather has played hob with 
the men in general and the pitchers in par- 
ticular, not only in Chicago but in every 
team in the league; and it is scarcely fair 
to estimate any club on its showing up to 
date. As the weather thaws and softens 
the teams wil] round into form worth guess- 
ing upon. | 

Just now Cincinnati fs leading. The rea- 
son is that it has been at home and had 
comparatively fair weather. The men have 
been able to get morning practice, and the 
unusually pitching staff has been in 
better condition than the twirlers of other 
teams. Indeed, Cincinnati has been going 
at top spee@ ever since the opening, and 
fortune has favored it. It has been away 
from home for only four games, and those 
against Pittsburg, then in a state of utter 
demoralization. 
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There are other influences tending to 
give the Reds the victory. It is a proverb 
in the league that every visiting club is 
systematically robbed at Cincinnati. Tim 
Hurst has made the loudest how! this year. 
The Irish dictator unraveled a sad tale of 
„woe in Chicago a few days since. They 
have the lead pipe out awful down there,“ 
he sald. We were sandbagged out of 
three garaes and won the other in spite of 
them. That gang under the stand is a 
power with some umpires, They had Cush- 
man in a bad state. I am not the man to 
give out that old fairy story about being 
robbed. I was there too long myself, but 
the umpires down there were bad.”’ 

The Pittsburg playcrs and Watkins claim 
that they were robbed in Cincinnati. Louis- 
ville murmured after visiting the Porkopo- 
lis, and Cleveland yelled “‘ thieves!” after a 
couple of games. Where there is so much 
smoke some fire must exist. That gang 
under John T. Brush’s reform grand stand 
has a way: of persuading umpires that is 
hard to resist? Perhaps that is why the 
Reds have been so successful. 


Joe Campbell, tourist with the Washing- 
ton club, tells weird stories about Dono- 
van, the new Senatorial twirler. He is 
a versatile twirler,“ says Joe. He can put 


the ball anywhere—sometimes over the 


‘plate. He is speedy. When he was pitch- 
ing for Charlie Comiskey back in 89 he hit 
five men in succession, and after he had 
handed the ball into the fifth man’s slats 
they had him arrested for assault with in- 
tent to kill and Comiskey set him to playing 
first to prevent him from murdering bat- 
ters.“ 

J. Earl Wagner says: We have lost all 
our games by rotten playing, and I blame 
the miserable work in the league this year 
to bad weather. We have had more mis- 
judged fly balls this season so far than 
‘we had in the last three years combined 
with lots worse teams. The men have not 
had practice, and naturally can neither hit 
nor fleld up to form. By the way, there 
is a ball player on the Chicago team who 
is scarcely ever mentioned, and he is a 
marvel. I mean Barry McCormick. I hear 
them talk about) the McGraws, the Col- 
linses, and Wallaces, but that boy is bet- 
ter than any of them. He is as good a 
fielder, as good a thrower, a better hitter, 
because he hits in a pinch, and he is a fast, 
clever man on the bases. All around, I 
consider him the best inside man in the 


league.”

This spring Ned Hanlon, tquted as the best 
judge of ball players that ever happened, 
aid: You may not know it, but Chicago 
has one of the best pitchers in the league 
in Thornton.

STARTS AT NORFOLK. 


Courses. 


MANY GOOD ONES ARE SHOWN 


N Virginia and Maryland the trotters and 
pacers have opened the racing game for 
1898 and in another week or two the sulky 
wheels will be whirring merrily from 
Connecticut to Colorado. Tomorrow, be- 
ing Decoration day, there will be matinée 
race programs at a score of prominent 
tracks, and regular.meetings will begin at 
Carnegie, Pa.; Newton and Waterbury, 
Conn.; Newark, N. J.; and 


meetings will also be commenced at Decorah, 
Troy, N. T.; 
Guelph, Ont. 

The racing at Norfolk and at Baltimore 
was not of a materially different character 
than is customary at these early haif-mile 
track meetings. The fields were not large 
and the time was not fast. There were some- 
thing over fifty heats trotted and paced, and 
only five of them were in time as fast as 2:20. 
The fastest mile trotted at the Norfolk meet- 
ing was by the Mambrino Boy gelding, Jack, 
in 2:10. which slightly reduced his record 
of last year. The best mile paced at that 
meeting was by Pat S., thus far the only 
performing son of the fast Western pacer, 
Grant’s Abdallah, 2:10%, who won a second 
heat in 2:22\%, a trifle of an improvement 
over his best previous record, but who was 
drawn before the close of the race. 


Atkinson’s Good Driving. 
The success ot the former Hawkeye driver, 
Charles Atkinson, who has been training a 
stable of horses at Norfolk this spring, was 


especially noticeable at both the Norfolk and 
Baltimore meetings. He has not a large 


to be heard more of as the season advances. 
He won two races at Norfolk, and was sec- 
ond at Baltimore with the green trotting 
mare, Lady May, to whom he gave a record 
of 2:26%. This mare is the first trotter to 
the credit of San Gabriel, 2:29%, one of the 
younger sons of that great old mare, Minne- 
haha. Atkinson won a third money at Nor- 
folk with the green pacer, Smith O’Brien, 
by Aparka, 2:22, and defeated a fairly good 
field of pacers with the same horse at Balti- 
more, giving him a record of 2:25%, which 
is just outside the standard line. | 

At Norfolk Atkinson won the 2:30 class 
trotting with Egbaline in straight heats, and 
gave the Egbert gelding a new record of 
2:25%. He drove the pacing mare, Maud 
Hunter, a fairly good opening race, getting 
second money with her at Norfolk, and at 
the same place he won second money in the 
2:27 class with Wilton Boy, who trotted a 
second mile in 2:21% reducing his former 
record of 2:27%. This son of the great little 
Wilton is but a 4-year-old, and from the 
manner in which he stepped the Norfolk 
track is likely to be one of the fastest of the 
family out this season. 

With the ll-year-old practically worn 
out campaigner, Great Stakes, 2:20, Atkin- 
son managed to get second money at Norfolk 
and fourth at Baltimore. At Baltimore he 
secured third money with Georgia Gaines in 
the 2:24 class, and won the 2:22 pacing event 
with Ainsworth, to whom he gave @ new rec- 
ord of 2:21%. 

The star of Atkinson's string probably will 
be the 5-year-old pacer Ainsworth, 2:21%4, 
owned by J. D. Yeomans, Interstate Com- 
merce Commissioner, whose stock farm is lo- 
cated at Onawa, Ia. Ainsworth was not 
broken until the spring of 1897, when 4 years 
old, and was not permitted to take a record 
faster than 2:24½ last season. However, he 
was timed separately in a race in 2:13, and 
Senator Yeomans said recently the horse 
could have his mile in 2:10 before he 
went into nter quarters had it been de- 
sired to have had him take such a fast rec- 
ord. He believes that Ainsworth will pace 
in 2:07 this year. Ainsworth is by Parker, 
a son of Alcantara, apparently a sire who is 
to eut more than a passing figure in the 
trotting world, as with only three colts cam- 
paigned last year he received three additions 
to his list of performers. 

Percy Stackhouse showed that he has a 
pacer of some promise in Red Rover, 2:22%, 
with which he won the 2:22 pace at Norfolk, 
not having to reduce his record in order to 
defeat Maud Hunter, Durango, and Pat 8., 
but when it came to the Baltimore race for 
thig class, with the addition of Princess Eu- 
jalls and Ainsworth, it was found that Red 
Rover was not up to the occasion. Ains- 
worth jogged the three heats required to win 
first money, the second and third being each 
in 2;21%, and there can be no question that 
if Atkinson keeps this horse right he will be 
putting up some fast miles by the time the 
grand circukt is reached. 

Albert W., 2:20, who holds such high rank 
among the sons of Electioneer, is one of the 
first sires of the year to secure a new per- 
former, in the pacer Happy Nick, who won 
the 2:40 pace at the Norfolk meeting and 
did an impressive second mile in 2:22%. This 
is a bay horse out of a daughter of Echo,the 
same combination that produced Flowing 
Tide, 2:14%, and other fast ones. Colin 
Steele, the Norfolk trainer, has Happy Nick 
in his stable, and the horse probably will 
be seen at some of the big meetings. 


Boyal Baron a Winner.

Real estate transfers for the week ending 
May 27 again fell below the transactions for 
‘the corresponding period of last year. For 
* the seven days of the week they reached a 
total of $1,697,896, against the sum of $2,528,- 
706 for 1897. Compared with the transfers 
for the week preceding a slight increase is 
shown, the transactions for the period end- 
ing May 20 having reached $1,604,454. 

Real estate agents feel more encouraged 
over the prospects of an early resumption 
of negotiations for real estate than for sev- 
eral months past. Investors and holders of 
property are still pursuing a waiting policy, 
and the market is stagnant on that account, , 
but it is believed by agents that at the next 
great naval success in the pending conflict 
with the Spanish fleet the situation will show 
signs of improvement immediately. ; 

An easier tone in the money market was 
noted last week by loan agents. People com- 
plain of the demand for money, but not of 
the supply. A prominent firm, representing 
Bastern capitaliste who have been holding 
off in some fear for several weeks, received 
notice last week to negotiate loans at the 
low rates that were prevailing previous to 
the declaration of war. Where the capital- 
Ats were before unwilling to place their 

money at any reasonable rates, they are now 
Willing to accept as low terms as were grant- 

ed before the war began. 
When the government makes known its 
plan of raising money to meet the expenses 
’ of the war the real estate situation, it is ex- 
- pected, will be somewhat relieved. Many 
capitalists have been delaying other invest- 
ments until the terms of the government 
loan shall be made public. The feeling of | 
conservatism attributed to this factor is 
wearing off to a slight extent, and the fact 
that the money market is a little easier has 
helped the real estate market.

SELLING OF THE DEFERRED DELIV- 
18 POPULAR. 
Freach Markets Weak on Good 

‘Weather and Talk of a Record Crop 
—New Wheat Being Marketed in the 
Southwest Corn Only Responds 

Feebly to Low Temperatures — A 
Raid on Provisions Fails — Pork 
_ Alone Shows Loss.. 


The wheat market yesterday continued 
heavy, with Cudahy for the third day in suc- 
cession à leader in the selling. Leiter held 
the May and June deliveries as usual, clos- 
ing May at $1.75 and June at $1.26. With 
Cudahy as a leader, selling of the deferred 
deliveries has become popular. In fact, the 
desire to sell was so unanimous that it 
formed about the only consideration on 
which. to indicate a speculative upturn. 
The fractional recovery before the close 
was dug as much as anything else to his 
feeling that short selling has been too gen- 
eral, All the crop reports were favorable, 

the actual receipt of new wheat at St. 
uls, probably the earliest arrival on rec- 
ord, had its effect. There were further bear- 
ish crop reports from France, with the 
Paris market quoted heavy. There were no 
Liverpool advices on account of the holiday 
there, but there was extensive corn selling 
at the seaboard. Perhaps the best buying 
of July wheat in this market was that of 
Finley Barrell. He took about a quarter 
of a million bushels early, all the way from 
$1.06 to $1.02. It was all bought in small 
lots and was sold by scalpers. Leiter took 
no part in the market apparently, except 
to bid for May and June wheat. July sold 
as low as $1.01% and closed irregularly from 
51.0% to 
Liqui@ation in September. |. 

The September market was of the liqui- 
dating order. On each Me break long wheat 
came out freely. The range was from 880 
early to 82%c, with a close at 8800. This 
was off 14%4c for the day. There were heavy 
primary receipts—896,000 bu, against 381,000 
bu a year ago. Clearances were moderate 
at 000 bu. The Bradstreet’s clearances 
for the week were about the same as for the 


previous week and double those of the corre- 


sponding week last year. The outside mar- 
kets were easy, particularly in the North- 
west, where theré was a sharp decline in 
July. The Northwestern news with refer- 
ence to crop conditions was generally of the 
most favorable character.

The Decem- 
ber wheat was about as weak as September, 
showing a net loss of Ic for the day.

by the use of what he calls the mieromotoscope. This interesting fact stands 
accomplished after ten years of patient study by Dr. Watkins, and is unquestionably 
the most important discovery to the medical profession since the X ray was first made 
known. 

A fact well known to all those skilled in medical science is that for a decade the 
importance of a careful examination of the blood in diagnosing disease has steadily 


been more and more impressed upon the medical mind. This is one of those facts 


at which the doctors of the old school were inclined to scoff, but is now generally 
recognized. Dr. Watkins has struggled on, in a quiet, unobtrusive way, and now 


has the distinction of having accomplished for his profession that which many able 


scientists have totally failed to do. 
Thoroughly to understand the importance of the new discovery it is well to remem- 


ber the fact that there are three essentials in the blood, the red and white corpuscles — 


and the fibrine. These corpuscles are tiny round or rather semicircular affairs that 
dance about as they course through our veins, and the fibrine ig the glutinant that 
forms the body, as it were, of the blood. In proportion as these corpuscles exist to 
one another is the state of health of the person. In a human being possessing perfect 
health the red corpuscles will largely outnumber the white ones. There is no adhe- 
sion, for the corpuscles dance back and forth aud bound against each other like foot- 
balls, and are off and away. 3 | 

The moment that disease enters into the system, or at least begins to make itself 
telt, the fact is noticeable among the corpuscles. They group like frightened sheep; 
adhesion follows, growing in degree as the disease grows in intensity. Every doctor 
when he has studied medicine has learned this fact and should know the different 
groupings that indicate the various diseases. If when a doctor comes to see us in 
illness he could look into our veins and see the blood as it courses through them he 
could tell exactly what was the matter with us. The trouble has been, of course, that 
he could not do this, and when a drop of blood from a patient is placed beneath the 
miscroscope immediately it has left the vein, and the doctor applies his eye to the lens, 
he cannot see all that he should, because vision is not quick enough. 

This is exactly where the new and wonderful micromotoscope of Dr. Watkins 
comes to the rescue. The light of the sun looks through the vitascopic camera and 
on through the microscopic lens. Then it instantaneously fixes on the photographic 
film exactly what happens during the circulation of the blood, just what the eye of

“There is no limit to the possibilities of diagnosis through my system of the pho- 
tography of the blood. Mind you, I do not say that everything can be accomplished

ago, I began the study of the blood, that the possibility of the developments that exist 
today were not generally believed in. For ten years I have been trying to photogpaph 
the blood in circulation, in such a way as to show how it looks when it is moving and 
not an occasional snapshot. We have had photographs of the blood, of course, but

“ What constitutes that difference?” was asked. 

“The flowing blood, the blood in circulation, is then in its absolutely natural con- 
dition, and the evidences of the presence of disease would be clearly apparent under | 
those circumstances. While the blood is in motion the corpuscles are gyrating about

Therefore, when the photographic film is developed y can take those pictures and 
throw them on a screen with the vitascope and the observer sees the blood circulating 
on that screen just as it circulates in the human body.”

Y means of a thoroughly ingenious combination of the basic principles of the 
vitascope and microphotography Dr. Robert Lincoln Watkins of New York 
has succeeded in photographing the human blood while in actual circulation 


“ Easily enough. It is not necessary for him that the photograph on the film should 
be enlarged and thrown on the screen. He can take that film and hold it up to the light 
and a8 a rule tell whatisthe matter. Wewill say, for instance, that there is an occa- 
sional case of yellow fever among our troops after they get into Cuba. Now, if any ot 
the army surgeons was a student of the blood to a sufficient extent to know what the 
changes therein portended, he could by the mere extraction of a drop of blood from 

any man ascertain if the yellow fever germs were threatening him. Again, a person 
| belonging to a family in which consumption was hereditary could easily learn through 
his physician if the disease had begun to develop in him. I say he’ could learn easily, 
but I do not mean by that that any physician could tell him, because, while every doc- 
tor has to have a certain amount of this sort of knowledge, it is only after patient 
study and with a thorough understanding that it becomes possible successfully to 
diagnose a case of this kind.” ee | - 

Dr. Watkins was asked if he considered his invention one to be operated by other 
than a specialist who had made the study of the blood his life work. Was it not likely, 
I said, that the store 6? knowledge required would be too great for the ordinarily busy 
doctor and the apparatus too expensive for those who did not enjoy a large practice, 

„Not at all, not at all,” replied the doctor. “ Just at present the process of devel- 
opment and experiment is rather expensive, but I am sure that before long we shall 
have reached a point in the study of this idea that will place all its possibilities, all its 
benefits within the reach of the majority of the great army of physicians. I look to 
the time when physicians Will consider the examination of a drop of blood the best 
way in the world to diagnose a case of disease that is in the least difficult to see in all 

In our bodies there are two universal fluids—the invisible, yet material nerve 
fluid, and the visible red blood fluid, which appears amber under the microscope. Mow 
these two fluids work through each other and manufacture gur bodies. We eat food. It 
goes to the stomach and the nervous fluid coming out from the center in the spinal 
cord just opposite the stomach, causes this fluid to dissolve into ehyme and chyle, and 
this material finally reaches the spleen, where it becomes blood. The nervous fluid is 
vibrating through this blood fluid like electricity through water and the blood fluid in 
turn has its influence on the nerve fluid. If the blood fluid is made up of bad material 
it may damage the nerve fluid and affect the mind as well as the body. I cannot tap a 
person and secure a drop of blood fluid, but I can see that same person’s blood finid 
and tell him a great deal about his nerve fluid. And I do this by means of these photo- 
graphs taken with my invention. For instance, there are signs in the blood which will 
show, in connection with other sighs, nervousness and other mental disorders. On the 
other hand, there are mental troubles shown in the actions and we may go to the blood 
and observe their physical basis.” 
“ What would you call the exact mission of the blood fluid?’ 7 2 
“It is really the instrument of the nerve fluid for health or for disease. In cases 
of mental healing the blood fluid is made to do the work. In cases where persons have 
suddenly died from grief or fright or physically declined from disappointment in love, 
or other mental misfortune, the nerves have used the blood to do the damage. There is 
only one obstacle that this photography has not yet overcome. Science does not know — 
the entire connection between the two and only universal fluids of the body. Ifit did 
it would have a thorough mastery of disease. The nerve fluid uses the blood fluid to 
grow a human body as nature uses the dew to grow flowers, and it uses it to destroy 
that body, and it is thrpugh the blood that bad food and bad air destroy the nerves,” 
“You say that this photograpbi¢ process of yours reproduces on the lens all that 
‘the eye fails to catch in observing freshly drawn blood. Wherein does the difference 
lie?” 
“Why,” said Dr. Watkins, I told you exactly what that did. It enables us to 
see the blood in actual circulation. Itshows to us the various groupings; it indicates 
at once just exactly the proportion of the white to the red corpuscles. It shows the 
exact degree of adhesion of the corpuscles and in this way, you see, Enowing as we do 
just what groupings indicate certain diseases of thé presence of the germs of those 


diseases, we can promptly tell without the slightest danger*of error exactly what is 
the matter with the patient. In other words, we can now and for the first time take 
accurate photographs of diseases—not the resalts after the disease has. accomplished 
its object, but the beginning of the spread of the poison through the system,” 

“Do these photographs show the germs of disease themselves as they exist in 
the blood?” | 
„Most certainly. I have photographed them myself. Today I have photographed 
the blood of a typhoid fever patient, and you ean see the germs as plainly as you can 
see my hand. Then, there is another fact, that when the blood is affected by disease 
these little corpuscles throw out tiny shoots or points that never appear under any 
other circumstances. As yet I have been unable to get ae accurate a photograph of 
corpuscles in this condition as I would like. You see, what I have told you is merely, 
additional proof ef my original statement--that while at present diagnosis by means 
of photographs has its limitations, there is nv limit to the development of the process |

Neither 
Kaiser nor Czar relishes this possibility, nor 
is Russia lNkely to provoke a costly world 
war which would leave her despoiled of 
long-coveted and only recently gained pos- 
sessions. The republican spirit of Italy has 
always been friendly to the cause of free 
Potand, and revolution in Italy would mean 
the formation of a new republic in central 


mHurope as well. Roumania, Bulgaria, and 


the Balkan States are constantly disturbed, 
either through internal troubles or the en- 
croachments of the Turk. Roumanians do 
not forget that Russia sacrificed their army 
at Plevna, and had it not been for the over- 
whelming power of Russia on her northern 
border she would long ago have entered a 
republic or federation of the states to the 
south. 


With her vast military force engaged in 
ah unpopular cause abroad Germany would 
almost inevitably be confronted with a social 
revolution at home. The people who com- 
prise the real backbone of France are lovers 
of liperty and friends of the United States 
and of the cause of the oppressed Cubans. 
In France it is only the rabble and the venal 
journalists of Paris, who howled for the 
conviction of Dreyfus and the sacrifice of 
Zola, that are influenced by the emissaries 
of Spain and express sympathies paid for by 
the holders of Spanish bonds. Sweden and 
Norway, rivals for governmental and mili- 


tary control one over the other, are both 


out of the question as factors in any move- 
ment of interference. Belgium, alternately 
coquetting with France and Germany, is 
torn with industrial uprisings, and is too 
small and confined to be reckoned with. 
Portugal, decayed and somnolent, is ready 
to fall into the arms of a republic that 
Spain through revolution may be forced to 
create. The first cousins of the Dons have 
been in the mood to welcome such a change 
Since Brazil threw off the yoke of empire 
and exiled Dom Pedro to the mother coun- 
try. The only peaceful countries in Europe 
are Switzerland and Holland, the former 
already a republic or federation, and the 
latter dominated by the Dutch spirit of 
trade, and unpatriotic except in sympathy 
for the continued independence of Oom 
Faul in the Hinterland. 


But Spain, through church and dynastic 
influences and intrigue, seeks. to stir any 
European government to overt acts, hoping 
in the general turmoil sure to ensue to es- 
cape the infliction of the full penalty she 
has so richly earned at the hands of a peace- 
loving and outraged people and to prevent 
revolution. ‘the overthrow of the monarchy, 
and possible vassalage and dismemberment. 
The American question is the predominant 
one in all the cauneils of Europe. Josepb 
Chamberlain in his recent speech in Eng- 
land favorme a British-American alliance 
struck the keynote of the fears of All the 
It was followed 
by a storm of inquiries in the disturbed 
couneils of the Czar, in the German Reichs- 
tag, in the Austrian Parliament, in the 
French Chamber of Deputies, in the Italian 
Chamber, and even in the British House of 
Commons. The world was startled with the 
open announcement of a possibility so preg- 
nant with far-reaching influences and re- 
sults. The open bid of English statesmen 
presented the power and commanding posi- 
tion of the United States in a new light. 


But with or without an alliance the material 


interests of all European countries—their 
commerce and the stomachs of their people 
—present an insurmountable barrier against 
provoking war with the United States. It 
could only be brought about inadvertently.

would be settled. There would be no more 
monarchies, save perhaps Russia; the rest 
would be republics. 
Throughout the ‘field: of speculation and 
ssibilities one fact is predominant. The 
nited States has suddenly become one of 
the recognized great powers to be reckoned 
and settled with in the armed 
arbitrary division of the earth which 
European military powers have un- 
dertaken. The possibility and probable 
outcome of an offensive and defensive alli- 
ance of 80,000,000 of Americans, including 
Canadians, with England and her other 
colonies creates a situation of sufficient im- 
portance to cause the armed and intolerant 
powers to pause and refiect. Particularly 
is the view of such an alliance ominous when 
it is considered that it would have the friend- 
ship if not the active participation of Japan, 
destined to become the most important naval 
power in the Pacific, as England is in Ru- 
rope, and of all the other American repub- 
lics, all of which are founded upon the prin- 
ciple of the fullest liberty to the subject 
rather than of royal authority and military 
repression. That such a combination is pos- 
sible is shown by the fact that it has been 
seriously considered and discussed by repre- 
sentative and able men on both sides of the 
Atlantic. That its effect has been consid- 
ered in Europe is shown by the consternation 
and in some quarters rage provoked by Jo- 
seph Chamberlain’s speech, and his bold and 
remarkable expressions are now reinforced 
by the similar advanced stand taken by Ar- 
thur James Balfour, First Lord of the 
Treasury. American sentiment, which in 
tradition and principle is opposed to en- 
tangling alliances, is not yet crystallized 
upon this question, which is given a new 
cast by the threatening attitude of armed 
Europe. Americans would prefer a friendly 
entente with Great Britain. Both of the 
distinguished English authorities quoted in 
public speeches as favoring an open alli- 
ance also descant upon and show the value 
to Great Britain of a closer federation of her 
colonies. Just what Joseph Chamberlain 
ew in his now word-famous speech was 
Since the Crimean war, nearly fifty years ago, 
the policy of this country has been a policy of 
strict isolation. We have had no allles; I am 
afraid we have had no friends. That is not due 
altogether to the envy which is undoubtedly feit 
at our success. It is due in part to the suspicion 
that we are acting in our own selfish interest. 
and were willing that other people should draw 
the chestnuts out of the fire for us; that we 
would take no responsibilities, while we were 
glad enough to profit by the work of others. In 
this way we have avoided entangling alliances; 
we have escaped many dangers; but we must ac- 
cept the disadvantages that go with such a policy. 
As long as the other great powers of Europe were 
working for their own hand, and were separately 
engaged, I think the policy we have pursued— 
consistently pursued—was undoubtedly the right 
policy for this country. It was better we shouid 
preserve our liberty of action than become mixed 
up with quarrels with which possibly we had no 
concern. But now in recent years a different 
complexion has been placed upon the matter. A 
new situation has arisen, and it is right the 
people of this country should have it under their 


consideration. All the powerful states of Europe 


have made alliances, and so long as we keep out- 
side these alliances, a* long as we are envied by 
all, and suspected by all, and as long as we have 
interests which at one time or another conflict 
with the interests of all, we are liable to be con- 
fronted. at any moment with a combination of 
great powers so powerful that not even the most 
extreme, the most hot-headed politician, would 
be able to contemplate it without a certain 
sense of uneasiness... That is the situation which 
I want you to have in view, which you must al- 
ways have in view When you are considering the 
results of the foreign policy of any government 
in thie country. We stand alone, and we may 
be confronted with such a combination as that I 
have indicated to you. What is the ae | ofa

Never before in the history of the British Em- 
pire have the ties which connected us with our 
great colonies and dependencies been stronger; 
never before has the sense of common interests 
in trade, and in defense, and in war, never be- 
fore has the sense of these interests been more 
strongly felt or more cordially expressed, What 
is our next duty?

The crown jewels are also 
being furbished up and the throne crown, 
made expressly for the coronation of Alex- 
andrina Victoria, has had certain of the 
gems suspected of loosening more firmly ret.

juncts of government. But if British states- 
men really desire a closer federation of the 
colonies, a drawing together in a friendly 
and harmonious whole of all parts of the 
empire, as well as an Anglo-Saxon alliance 
with republican America in the holy cause 
of the advancement of humanity and the 
peaceful development of the world, what an 
opportunity they are allowing to escape. 
Instead of crowning another King of Great 
Britain and Emperor of India why not de- 
clare a republic? The government of Great 
Britain is now so close to that of the United 
States in principle that it would require only 
a change in name, and the transition from 
monarchy to republic would scarcely be felt, 
so easily could it be accomplished. What 
an opportunity, in fact, for Albert Edward 
to become by one act the greatest man of the 
age; the most honored in the eyes of his 
countrymen of any monarch in his line; a 
ruler beloved of the nation and colonies, and 
who would receive the praises and plaudits 
of ali peoples to the remotest end of time. 

If immediately after coronation he would 
abdicate, proclaim Great Britain a republic 
end himself its first President, he would do 
more to draw the colonies closer to the 


mother country and to bring about the 


Anglo-Saxon union than all the treaties that 
statesmen could frame. By peacefully and 
unostentatiously laying down the greatest 
crown and scepter in the world in the in- 
terest of the unity of his race and the 
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act achieve imperishable renown and ele- 
vate himself to the highest pinnacle of fame, 
and at the.same time would forestall the 
inevitable. For while Great Britain may 
not be one of the “ decaying nations,“ the 
monarchical system is doomed. Liberalism 
has taken root in England and is growing.

SOME AMAZING FACTS. 


Two Large Volumes Chock Full 
of Pictures. 


WHAT AUTHOR HAS PROVED. 


Ii ub now more than twelve years since 
Lieutenant Robert C. Peary, civil en- 
gineer, U. S. N., started out on his career 
as an arctic explorer. In all that time, 
though he has made four voyages to the 

‘frozen North, he has written no complete 

record of his adventures and researches, but 
maintained a modest silence until such time 
as he was prepared to give the full and 
final history of his voyages. Mrs. Peary has 
had her say, but her book made no pretense 
to being either complete or scientific. 

| By the time that this review is in print 

Lieutenant Peary’s book, Northward Over 

the Great Ice,“ will be on the market, fresh 

from the press of the Frederick A. Stokes 
company. It is in two large volumes, filled 
with illustrations made from photographs 
taken by Lieutenant Peary himself or mem- 
bers of his party. Either the arctic is the 
paradise of photographers or Lieutenant 

Peary is unusually clever with his camera, 

and the reproductions are as clear as the 

Photographs themselves. What we would 

have gained if Dr. Kane or Dr. Hayes had 

been able to photograph the scenes they 
eaw! Alas! in those days it was to the 
pencil and pad that the explorer hads to 
look for corroboration of his stories. If he 
was clever with his pencil, so much the 
better, but usually the pictures that illus- 
trated books of travel were made from de- 
scriptions furnished the artist after the 
traveler had returned.

“My own experience,” he says. con- 
vinces me that fur clothing is absolutely es- 
sential in arctic work, and that the less 
woolen and more fur clothing one wears, 
assuming that it is properly made, and that 
the wearer knows how to wear it, the more 
comfortable will the wearer be. Particu- 
larly is this the case in inland ice travel, 
where the penetrating quality of the windis 
far in excess of what it is at sea level. 
Nothing but ‘fur and the impervious integu- 


ment of animal skin will protect one from. 


this wind, and the traveler,who goes upon 
the ice cap without fur clothing does so 
either from ignorance or because he is reck- 
less of drafts upon his vital force, and he is 
likely seriously to regret his overconfi- 
dence.“

Not only must the trav- 
eler across the great ice be careful about his 
clothing, but he must have a care of his 
eyes. He must keep his eyes constantly pro- 
tected by goggles of heavy smoked glass, 
and even with this we frequently, when in 
camp and trying to sleep, were obliged to 
protect our eyes still further by a strip of 
fur tied across them to exclude the light 
which would otherwise penetrate the closed 


lids. 

On the subject of small parties for arctic 
research, Lieutenant Peary is emphatic, and 
his reasons appear to be sound. 


the close of the arctic summer day, déep in 
the heart of the white north, far beyond the 


farthest limits of civilized people or habita- 


tion, saw the cold, gray light of the arctic 
autumn once only before the great night

In 
the chapter on “ The Land Beyond the Ice- 
cap Lieutenant Peary describes the 
of hunger—such hunger as only the starving 
have known, the hunger that hap “ gone to 
the utmost limit consistent with the full re- 
tention of all the faculties, mental and 
physical.“ Peary, Lee, and Matt,” the 


former’s colored body servant, were alone. 


A stewed hare had formed the one adequate 
meal in “nearly 600 miles of daily snow- 
shoeing in nearly six weeks of arduous 
work,“ and now they were on the track of a 
herd of musk oxen: 

Now, as we lay there, looking at the big 
Dlack animals before us, we had none of the 
sportsman’s sensations in the presence of 
big game. They were not game for us, but 
meat! And every nerve and fiber in our 
gaunt bodies was vibrating with a savage 
‘lust for that meat—meat that should be soft 
and warm, meat into which our teeth could 
sink and tear and rend, meat that would not 
blister lips and tongue with its frost, nor 
ring like rock against out teeth.” 


Hunger Makes Savages. 

They killed all they wanted and then do 
you suppose that they stopped to cook the 
meat? Hear what Lieutenant Peary says: 

T can scarcely realize as I write these 
lines what absolute animals hunger makes 
of men, and yet I can say truthfully never 
have I. tasted more delicious food than was 
that tender, raw, warm meat—a mouthful 
here and a mouthful there, cut from the 
animal as I skinned it. I ate till I dared eat 
no more, although still unsatisfled.“ What 
was left they fed to the dogs. 

I need hardly say that Lieutenant Feary 
has written a thrilling story of his adven- 
tures. The reader may not realize this at 
first because the writer makes so light of 
his hardships, but they were none the less 
there, begirning with his broken legs and 
ending with the raw meat orgies. He says 
little about his own endurance, but he gives 
great pralse to his wife and to his comrades.

Ex-Attache Dissects Motives and 


Character of These Organs. 


APPARENT HOSTILITY TO. US. 


. INCE the beginning of the war the 
cable dispatches have brought across 
the Atlantic so large a daily batch 
of the comments of the press of the 

old world upon the situation that a 
brief sketch of these European newspapers 
explaining their status, their policy, their 
attitude toward the government of their own

While everybody is more 
or less cognizant of the ownership of the 
leading American journals, and toa certain 
extent acquainted with the politics, the in-

Thus when the St. Petersburg Novoe 
Vremya (the New Times) expresses its 
strong disapproval of an alliance between 
the United States and Great Britain, and 


declares that it would be sufficient to induce’ 


the powers to reconsider their determination 
to remain neutral during the present war— 
that is to say, that it would lead them to 
join forces with Spain--few people are aware 
of the extent to which these views represent 
those of the Muscovite government and na- 
tion: and in the same way when the Berlin 
Vorwaerts (Onwards) gives-its hearty ap- 
proval to America’s intervention in the 
affairs of Europe people here are at a loss 
to understand the contradiction between the 
attitude of the paper and that of the re- 
mainder of the German press. 


The Novoe Vremya is the most important, 


of all the daily newspapers in Russia and 
the organ of the Musovite press, which most 
nearly corresponds with the London Times, 
which it resembles in {ts makeup. Liberal 
in its tendency, it is, like the London Times, 
sometimes in opposition to the government 
and at other-times in accord with the views 
of the latter. But it is always moderate 
and measured in the expression of its opin- 


‘fons, and while it is essentially nationalist 


and represents with authority the popular 
aspirations and tendencies, it declines to 
countenance the. pan-Slavist doctrines or 
any other extremist movements. It is a pa- 
per, in one word, that embodies what are 
known to be the moderate views of the pres- 
ent Emperor, though not in any official 
sense, and its editor-in-chief, M. Souvarine, 
who suffered imprisonment during the pre- 
ceding reign for having permitted the asser- 
tion in his paper that the military attaché of 
the German Embassy was the head of an im- 
mense army of Teuton spies in Russia, is

It is occasionally used by the 
government to disseminate some rumor 
which could not find its way to the public 
through any more respectable newspaper. 
Moreover, it is frequently publicly disa- 
vowed and officially reprimanded by the 
Czar’s Ministers, sometimes for publishing 
the very news which they themselves have 
caused to be inserted in its columns. Alto- 
gether, it is a low-tone newspaper, and its 
contents are certainly not worthy of being 
cabled across the Atlantic nor of being read 
when they reach this country.

They have no unnatural or depraved ap- 
petites or habits, no stimulants or intoxi- 
cants, no narcotics, no slow poisoning. Nor 
do they in any way mutilate or disfigure the 
form the Creator gave them, or modify or 
pervert the natural functions. Neither have 
they any medicines. Their diseases are prin- 
cipally rheumatism and lung and bronchial 
troubles.

Peary accompanied it: ‘“ Possessed of 
health, youth, energy, and enthusiastic in- 
terest in the work, she saw no reason why 
she could not endure conditions and environ- 
ment similar to those in which Danish wives 


in Greenland pass years of their life. I con- 


curred in this opinion and believed that in 
many ways her presence and assistance 
would contribute to the valuable resuits of 
the expedition, as they were invaluable to 


me in the preparation. Events proved the 


entire correctness of this belief.“ 


Peary Incapacitated. 
She was born to be an explorer’s wife, for 
she was ready for every adventure, and no 


amount of inconvenience disturbed her. Of 


course she did not go with her husband on 


more clearly than ever, and perhaps more 
clearly than it could ever otherwise have 
been seen, that the great republic and the 
great dominion are one in ruling race, in 
spirit, in ambition, and in self-interest, at 
least to an extent that makes the points of 
difference seem petty and contemptible. It 
is seen—and this is the consideration of su- 
preme weight—that it is to each far more 
important to be on friendly terms with the 
other than to gain some purely individual 
advantage at the expense of such friend- 
ship. That clearing of national vision, and 
the results which bid fair to follow from it, 
may be enough to repay us for all the woes of 
war. 

The controversies between the two nations 
are numerous, no doubt, and not unim- 
portant in themselves. There are the seals, 
and the fisheries, and the boundary of the 
Alaska pan-handle, and the alien laborers, 
and the mines, and the railroads. Some of 
these involve questions of simple fact and 
right. Others are to be settled on the con- 


‘cessory ground of give and take. Of alla 


settlement is sure to be of mutual advantage 
to both countries, partly because that which 
is right is always beneficent, and partly be- 
cause when nations are so closely related 
and associated the welfare of each is certain 
to be reflected upon the other. It will be in 
truth an omnibus treaty that settles ali 
these matters, and it will require a vast deal 
of negotiating to conclude it. But it will 
assuredly be done. For when two reason- 
able and sympathetic nations are agreed in 
desiring such a settlement there is noth- 
ing that can stand between them.—New 
York Tribune.

At the gallery of the Russell Picture Fram- 
ing company there is a large painting in oil 
by George E. Colby representing the return 
of a large hunting party of Indians on the 
Columbia River in Oregon. The Indians are 
seen descending the river at evening in 
canoes, laden with game, and debarking at 
a point where others, who have remained in 
camp, are awaiting them.

Theatrical gossip in London for the mo- 
ment seems to hover mainly about Mr. 
Beerbohm Tree. The rumored departure of 
Miss Ellen Terry from Sir Henry Irving 
and the Lyceum Theater to join Mr. Tree 
at Her Majesty’s as yet lacks absolute con- 
firmation, but it has already caused a 
tremendous amount of discussion on this 
side. The first impression in America was 
apparently that this would be almost a 
death blow to Irving. It is probable that in 
England the verdict would not be so quickly 
nor so easily rendered. The truth of the 
matter is that a large part of American 
theater-goers have never liked Irving nor 
his acting, and his popularity, or at least 
the popularity of his tours, has been due in 
great measure to Miss Terry's personal 
charm. The prestige of Irving is undeniably 
greater in England than here. American 
praise of him has always been given a little 
grudgingly. Of course, in London there are 
plenty of critics who deal out praise to him 
sparingly, but on the whole London con- 
siders him a great actor. It is doubtful, if 
strict honesty, whether America, as repre- 
sented by the rank and file of theater- 
goers, ever did at the bottom of its heart. 

Besides this, which leads one to think that 
Miss Terry’s defection would not be neces- 
sarily fatal, one must also reckon with the 
loyalty of the British public to its favorites. 
And this loyalty exists in England as it un- 
doubtedly does not here. One may almost 
say that there once a success is always a 
success. Here the moment an actress begins 
to fade or to weaken the slightest bit, or an 
actor falls away from our standard, we ask 


once. There women may pass on to age and 
decrepitude amid the adoration of genera- 
tion after generation of English youth. A 
reputation, once acquired, becomes almost 
a part of the British constitution. Sir Henry 
Irving has not, it is admitted, achieved any 
great popular success, but one thoroughly 
successful play would bring back all the 
old loyalty. 

Nevertheless Miss Terry would be a won- 
derful acquisition to Mr. Tree’s forces. He 
has lacked a leading woman for a long time, 
and Miss Terry has more popularity than 
any other in London. Mrs. Tree was never 
a success, and Miss Julia Neilson could never 
be counted on as a permanent factor in the 
Tree organization. Mr. Tree is a wonderful 
manager if he is not a great actor. And 
when one remembers what a part managing 
played in’ bringing Irving to his present 
eminence there is every reason to have faith 
in Mr. Tree's progress. . 


Another possible accession to Mr. Tree’s 
forces is Miss Nethersole, who has been 
floundering helplessly in the London the- 
atrical pond for some little time. First it 
was rumored that she was to have the Lyric 
Theater, then that she was to have Her 
Majesty's during Mr. Tree's absence. Now 
this is denied, and it is said that she will be 
given a part in Mr. Tree’s production of 
The Three Musketeers.’ In view of the 
fact that Miss Nethersole has an artistic 
reputation and a following in this country 
which she has never been able to secure in 
London, it would seem foolish of her to 
stay on the other side chasing the will-o’- 
the-wisp of English success. The pot of 
gold for her undoubtedly lies on this side of 
the Atlantic.

“SMOKING LAMP” ABOARD SHIP. 


Time-Honored Institution Which Still 
Survives in the British and Amer- 
| ican Navies. 


One of the time-honored institutions of the 
erican and British navies is the smoking 
lamp. Without the smoking lamp the mod 
ern sailorman would be like a fish out of 
water. He would mutiny. A failure by the 
galley cook to light the lamp with - 
out the loss of a second’s time after the word 
has been given arouses Jack’s temper, and 
whatever Umited stock of invectives he is 
possessed of is made public with prompti- 
tude and emphasis. 

To landsmen the mention of a smoking 
lamp has no more significance than a men- 
tion of the Jack-in-the-Dust. But both are 
a necessary part of the equipment of any 
warship, be it first rate or fourth rate. 
Upon the smoking lamp the crew, including 
that mysterious adjunct of the paymaster’s 
department, Jack-of-the-Dust, depend for 
a light for their pipes. Jack-of-the-Dust 
dives down into the depths of the hold and 
brings up the navy plug, which, being cut 
into bits and crumbled between the hands, 
is put into a pipe and fired at the smoking 
lamp. 

The need for the smoking lamp arises fm 
the necessity of guardi the ship to the 
utmost from danger of fire. Precauticns 
which seem ridiculous and unnecessary to a 
landsman have been found by sad experience 
tobe absolutely necessary on board a ship 
off war. The naval regulations provide 
severe punishment for any seaman caught 
with matches on his person, Could it have 
been proved by the Spanish board of inquiry 
that the sailors of the Maine had been guilty 
of currying matches about with them they 
would have been justified by naval experts 
the world over in declaring that the destruc- 
tion of the Maine was due to the carelessness 
and lack of discipline on board. 

Such was not the case, however. No 
sailor on the Maine carried matches. He lit 
his pipe at the smoking lamp and he only 
smoked during those times that the smoking 
lamp was lit. He never dared to go below 
decks with a lighted pipe. Ifhehad, Jimmy 
Legs would have had him at the stick and 
the executive officer would have deprived 
him of shore leave for a month at least. 

The smoking lamp is constructed upon the 
same lines as a lantern, but the globe is_ 
made of sheet iron instead of glass. In the 
side there is a small round hole through 
which Jack may stick his pipe in order to 
catch the flame. It is the duty of the ship’s 
cook or one of his assistants to light the 
lamp when the word is given by the proper 
officer, who is generally the chief boatswain’s 
mate. He, in turn, gets his orders from the 
officer of the deck.—Pittsburg Dispatch. 


BROADENING EFFECT OF WAR. 


It Has Awakened Seventy Million An- 
glo-Saxons to New: Knowledge of 
Geography and Affairs. 


Every process of our national thought and 
action has been marvelously quickened, just 
as the Roman intellect was fired when Rome 
was expanded from a municipality into an 
empire. Throughout the length and breadth 
of this land petty politics is losing its wonted 
savor for the average American. Why 
should he trouble his head about parochial 
affairs when he is confronted with questions 
affecting the fate of great dependencies 
either at our own doors or at the antipodes; 
why should he lie awake about the sayings 
and doings of local politicians when any 
hour may bring news decisive of the fate 
of an army or of a fleet of battleships on 
which the hopes of the country rest? 

This was shown by a telegram addressed 
to the Times-Democrat on Sunday last from 
a little village in Mississippi, The telegram 
read as follows: 

Please wire us immediately, at our ex- 
pense, the exact situation in the Philippines 
and the whereabouts of Sampson's and 
Schiey’s fleets; also what attitude France 
is assuming in the execution of the neutrality 
laws in Martinique.“ 

It required no vivid imagination to realize 
the scenes when the telegram was sent. 
Evidently there had been a long and thor- 
ough discussion of all the tremendous ques- 
tions that confront the country, and at last 
the anxiety to know the latest developments 
became uncontrollable, and the telegraph 
was invoked. The mental attitude of this 
Mississippi hamlet is universal, from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific, and from the lakes 
to the gulf. It means that 70,000,000 of An- 
glo-Saxons have awakened to the fact that 
there is other business in life besides raising 
crops, manipulating stocks, and scalping "’ 
markets. 

We have sometimes forgotten that naticns 
are not so great because they are rich, and 
that in the eternal order of things they can 
only be permanently rich because they are 
great. The lesson will not be forgotten in 
our time. The real basis of our abounding 
prosperity in recent years must be found in 
the limitless devotion with which millions 
of Americans, in the four terrible years, laid 
everything on the altar of their political 
principles. Now once more the foundation 
of our national life is to be widened and 
strengthened, not by war between brother 
and brother, but between the reunited nation 
and a power that stands for all the most 
reactionary methods and policies of the 
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Big Investments in British Railroads. 
There is $600,000,000 more invested in 


British railroads than the national debt 
amounts to.

MARQUISE De FONTENOY’S | LETTER. 


(Copyright, 1808, by the Marquise de Fontenoy } 
The wedding bells of the marriage of the 


Marquis de Brantés to Marguerite Schneider 
had scarcely ceased to ring before the bride 


was in deep mourning by the sudden 


for the last quarter of a century has been 
one of the most conspicuous figures in French 
society, as his father before him was in 
French politics, while for six generations 
the Schneiders have occupied in French in- 
dustry the same position aa the Kruppe in 
Germany and the Armstrongs in England; 
that is to say, they have been the iron kings 
of France, and from their great works at 
Creusot, where they employ something like 
20,000 persons, have issued most of the loco- 
motives, the rails, the armor plating for ships 
and forts, and the heavy ordnance that have 
been produced in France during the present 


The wealth of the Schneiders is coloseal, 
and it differs from that of the Rothschilds in 
that it is not divided up among a number of 
branches of the family. Indeed, Henri 

Schneider, who has just died, had no brother 
or cousin to share hig rights te the family 
property in which he is now succeeded by his 
eldest son, married to the daughter of the 
Marquis de Saint Sauveur. 


Mme. Henri Schneider, who has now be- 
come a widow, has been in her day the most 
beautiful woman of Paris, and if Parisian 
gossip is to be believed, was not merely the 
wife, but Nkewise a near blood relation of 
her good-looking husband 

The father of the late Henri Schneider was 
that M. Schneider who succeeded the Duke 
de Morny on the latter's death as Presi- 
dent of the Legislative Chamber. 
His clean-shaven and sallow face, 
with its peculiarly sardonic and sneer- 
ing smile, his shrunk and weazened 
figure, together with his thin gray locks, 
have always remained graven on my mem- 
ory and will be recognized by all those who 
have read Alphonse Daudet’s famous novel, 
The Nabob.“ 

The morals of old President Schneider 
were of the most elastic nature and in keep- 
ing with those of the Napoleonic: court. 
His patient and long-suffering wife was 
forced by him to receive as resident visitors 
at her house in Paris an extremely beauti- 
ful lady of Levantine origin named Mme. 
Asselin, and at the time when as President 
of the Chamber of Deputies old M. Schnei- 
der occupied the Palais Bourbon, on the 
banks of the Seine, one suite of apartments 
was devoted to his wife and her son Henri, 
while another was occupied by Mme. Asse- 
lin and her extremely lovely daughters. 

In 1869, to the intense astonishment of 
everybody, old Schneider arranged a mar- 
riage between his only son Henri and the el- 
der of the two daughters of his fair but frail 
friend, Mme. Asselin. Even the Parisians 


As the bride, however, was extremely beau- 
tiful, Henri Schneider made no objections 
and the marriage took place. : 

During the dark days of 1870-71 the 
Schneiders: took refuge in England, and I 
shall always remember how, when a young 
child, I met the whole clan—the old man, 
his wife, his son, Mme. Asselin, and her two 
daughters—in one of the picture galleries 
of the South Kensington Museum. 

In 1871 Henri Schneider lost his wife, and 

thin a year married her sister, who, al- 
though at the present moment the mother 
of married daughters, is still a wonderfully 
beautiful woman. 

When President Schneider died in 1872 it 
was found that Mme. Asselin was quite as 
well provided for as his widow. 

Until a few years ago the Schneiders were 
Bonapartists, and, indeed, young Eugene 
Schneider, the eldest son, who now succeeds 
to the family property, is a godson of the 
Empress Eugénie. But since the marriage 
of her children into royalist society Mme. 
Henri Schneider has deserted the Bonapart- 
ist camp and brought all the Schneider 
wed@ith ‘and influence over tg the cause of 
the Duke of Orleans. 

— 


Mmo. Henri Schneider, I may add, owns 
some of the finest jewels in the world, one 
of the most celebrated of her gems being 
the immense diamond of the purest water 
with which the first Napoleon was wont to 
adorn his hat on state occasions, and which 
figured among the crown jewels during the 
first and the second empires. It was sold, 
along with the other crown jewels of France; 
in 1887, when it was purchased by Mme. 
Schneider, Three years ago she lost it going 
to the opera. The police sought it every- 
where and the journals announced its loss. 
A few days later a street sweeper found it in 
the gutter among a pile of dirt, and it has re- 
mained in her possession ever since. 


Baron Bacheracht, who has just been ap- 
pointed Russian Minister Plenipotentiary 
to the court of Morocco, is the husband of 
that too celebrated lady who some years ago 
caused so much disturbance and bad feeling 
among the reigning families of Great 
Britain and Germany. 

The first husband of the Baroness was M. 
de Kolomine, who, while Secretary of the 
Russian Legation at Berne, had to fight so 
many duels in consequence of the pace set 
by his beautiful wife that the Swiss govern- 
ment finally requested the Czar to secure the 
transfer of his secretary, and especially of 
Mme. de Kolomine, to some other post. 

Kolomine was thereupon appointed Chargé 
d' Affaires to the court of Darmstadt, where 
the lady quickly formed an intimacy of a 
‘peculiarly flagrant character with the then 
recently widoWered Grand Duke, whose wife 
had been the English Princess Alice, favorite 
daughter of Queen Victoria. ; 

- 

In a short time Mme. de Kolomine had se- 
cured a divorce from her husband on the plea 
of brutality, and immediately afterwards 
she contracted a morganatic marriage with 
the Grand Duke, the union taking place Be- 
cretly, and on the day when Queen Victoria 
had arrived at Darmstadt in order to attend 
the wedding of the Princess Elizabeth of 
Hesse to the Grand Duke Sergius of Russia. 

By some means or another the Queen hap- 
pened to learn of the secret marriage that 
evening, caused her son-in-law to be sum- 
moned from his bride’s bedchamber, and 
gave him the alternative of either separating 
from the woman instantly or else foregeing 
all further financial assistance from her, as- 
sistance upon which he was entirely depen4- 


“The Grand Duke chose the former alter- 
native, and the Prince of Wales, having deli- 
cately but firmly obstructed an endeavor of 
the beautiful Russian to throw herself at the 
feet of the Queen, she was placed at 4 o'clock 
in the morning in a carriage and conveyed 
by a military escort across the frontier. 

er much negotiation she was induced 
to consent to an annulment of the marriage 
on the ridiculous plea that owing to the 
Grand Duke, in his capacity as a General of 
the German army, having failed to secure 
the consent of his Co mander-in-Chief, 
the late Emperor of Germany, to the match 
the latter was invalid. She received as a 
re for her complaisance in the matter 
the title of Countess of Romrod and an an- 
nuity of $10,000.a year, nominally paid by the 
Hessian treasury, but which is in reality 
paid by the English Queen. — 

Three years ago she married Baron Bach- 
aracht, at the time Secretary of the Russian 
Embassy at Berlin, whereupon the present 
Emperor William at once insisted on his 
transfer to some other post. Accordingly, 
he was appointed to Lisbon, and is now being 
promoted to Tangier, where no one is likely 
to take exception to the still beautiful 
Baroness on the score of her antecedents.

But the idols of the Stuttgart court opera 
appear to have feet of clay in other parts 
of the world. 4 
One thing remains to be thankful for; his 
Present London flasco will save the Audi- 
tofium season of next November from an 
experiment to which it might otherwise have 
fallen heir. Already in certain quarters in 
this country, where every ihdividual who 
at one time or another was associated with 
thes master at Bayreuth is regarded as 
a well spring of delight, there was disserta- 
tion on Herr Zumpe’s virtues. But the 
master at Bayreuth appears to have had 
a3 many musical prizes associated with him 
as George Washington had nurses.

keep his forces together. They straggled 
as sheep without a shepherd, they hesitated 
and appeared to lose courage. | 
Despite inexcusable orchestral shortcom- 
ings that in nine cases out of ten would have 
been fatal, the artistic skill and untiring 
energy of Mme. Nordica and M. Jean de 
Reszke carried the performance along with 
an impetuous force that surmounted every 
obstacle. It was possible to exult over the 


genius displayed on one side of the footlights 
whilst enting the obvious faults on the 
other: Mme. Nordica was for several sea- 


sons among the most admired of the few 
prime donne willi to sacrifice self for the 
general interest an operatic representa- 
tion. She comes back a better actress even 
than before and without suspicion of time, 
travel, and work having told upon the purity 
and strength of a lovely voice. No singer 
at Covent Garden has looked the part of 
Isolde so well as Mme. Nordica did on Satur- 
day night. For her rendering of the music 
praise can hardly be excessive. Mme. 
Nordica understands it as thoroughly as 
she does the histrionic side of the part, and 
is unsparing in the endeavor’ to afford: it 
justice. There can be no doubt that to her 
the interpretation of Isolde is less a task 
than an artistic delight. Mme. Nordica is 
just the vocalist to make ‘Tristan und 
Isolde as well known in this country as are 
Lohengrin and Tannhäuser.“ 

“All that has previously been said of Jean 
de Reszke’s' Tristan, from the beginning a 


execution, may be repeated with the addi- 
tion that increased acquaintance with the 
part has been productive of a finish and 
unity entitling it to a place in the front 
rank, if not at the head, of his more notable 
assumptions. Upon the noble attributes of 
the Knight—his sense of the restraint he 
must impose upon himself, his willingness 
to die rather than risk a temptation threat- 
ening breach of faith, and the sincerity of 
his contrition—the famous tenor lays special 
emphasis, thus elevating the part until it 
assumes heroic dimensions. The truest and 
tenderest sentiment marks his rendering of 
the loye scene in the second act, whilst in 
the unquellable excitement of Tristan im- 
mediately preceding death there are many 
pathetic touches. His voice on Saturday 
was as clear, as full, and as telling as when 
he first appeared in London as a tenor, 
whilst his method of using it was again 
irreproachable. In parts that, like Tristan, 
demand mental no less than vocal acquire- 
ments, Jean de Reszke is still far above the 
| best of his rivals.“ 

All this scarcely settles the vexed matter 
of a conductor for the next Grau opera sea- 
son. Where the later of the Wagner works 
are concerned, or, for the matter of that. the 
‘earlier ones, Sig. Mancinelli borders on the 
impossible. He it was who delayed a Tris- 
tan und Isolde performance at Covent Gar- 
den two years ago a full hour beyond the 
allotted time of performance because of 
dragging tempi. Mr. Walter Damrosch is 
already under contract with Mr. Ellis to con- 
duct for the brief period which he will devote 
to operatic work next season. Herr Mottl 
and Herr Weingartner, now to go to Munich, 
are under extended engagements occupying 
them at a time when opera performances are 
given in this country. Herr Richter has 
declared an American tour to be for him an 
impossibility. And so the list extends. 

Whether one or all will be able to change 
their minds, or whether Mr. Grau will lose 
his in endeavoring to make them do so, is 
now a question in which Herr Zumpe can 
scarcely be considered as having a part.

A new romantic o 
preludé by Count Zichy has been brought 
out at the Berlin Royal Opera. The title 
is “ Alar.” At the Paris Opera Comique M. 
Carré has inaugurated his management with 
a “musical action,“ Fervall,“ in three 
acts and a prologue, by Vincent d’Indy. 

In each instance the composer has been 
his own librettist and has evolved ea tangled 
rigmarole equal to the most antique of 
melodramas. The fatal example of Wagner, 
which has so deeply impressed German com- 
posers of opera with a sense of literary as 
well as musical creative necessity, is again 
in evidence. 

From a literary point of view and in en- 
travagance of conception these new libret- 
tos appear equally bad. Zichy seems to have 
the advantage, what there is of it, in the 
music, and if report is correct the thelodic 
beauty of two or three numbers will cause 
them to be included in concert programs in 
this country. These good musical poihts are 
a duet for soprano and tenor; a “ cha 
and highly original waltz in the ballet, 
some pleasing organ music.“ 

Count Zichy is the head of a great Hun- 

garian family and will be recalled as a 
famous left-handed piano virtuoso, having 
lost his right arm in the hunting field. He 
has composed quite a good deal, but the 
present is his first operatic work of any im- 
portance.

How Mountain-Climbing Is 
Possible in Chicago. 


WALK UP THE STAIRS. 


Method Supplies Exercise Other- 


wise Hard to Obtain. — 


IS A VOYAGE OF DISCOVERY. 


HE comparison of Chicago's streets, 

composed as they are of thorough- 

fares dwarfed into narrowness by 

enormous structures on either hand, 

to the cafions of the volcanic West is 
‘no new thing. Mr. Fuller’s novel of the 
„ Clif? Dwellers” carries the similitude one 
degree further, since it is the inhabitants of 
these huge structures of our modern city 
Hfe whom he celebrates. It now remains 
to show how useful these great buildings 
may be made for mountain climbing, with 
all the innumerable benefits which are known 
to follow from the pursuit of this arduous 
but exhilarating form of exercise, 

The writer of this is doomed to a sedentary 
life, for the most part. Doing all his work 
at home, the mornings spent in writing are 
gucceeded by afternoons taken up by long 
walks, games of tennis, swimming, and 
other matters which fall within the compass 
of a city dweller who does not ride a wheel. 
This is the program for every day in which 
business does not compel him to follow his 
morning of writing by an afternoon in the 
commercial part of Chicago. Like every 
man who uses his brain—or what he flatters 
himself is his brain—he has become absolute- 
ly dependent upon his afternoon’s constitu- 
tional for his feeling mentally alert on the 
following day. Heretofore, when business 
compelled him into an afternoon down-town, 
therefore, he found himself deprived.of his 
walk or game, and his morrow became flat, 
stale, and unprofitable. There was no way 
of avoiding the journey to town semi-weekly 
or thereabouts; there was no time to write 
which compared with the morning hours; 
there was no time to exercise in the evening 
which could make up for the benefits of 
afternoon sunshine; it was necessary, on all 
these accounts, to combine the time spent 
down-town with some form of wholesome 
exercise or suffer for the lack of it. 

Now, the time spent in the city was occu- 
pled with seeing one or more of a dozen 
persons, some of whom were on the third, 
some on the fourth, and some on the thir- 
teenth and fourteenth floors of buildings 
more or less modern—the lower down they 
were the older the building they occupied, 
as a rule. As the older bulldings have the 
less efficient elevator service, as a general 
thing, it became the most natural thing 
in the world to forego the use of the elevator 
car for heights so easily within reach and 
to walk. This solved the secret, and now

How to Climb Stairs. 


The amount of climbing being thus pre- 
scribed for the novice, the manner of it 18 
worthy consideration. The body should be 
borne erectly, in the first place. The tend- 
ency is to stoop forward, even to,the point 
of putting the hands just above the knees 
where the heaviest part of the strain comes. 
This cramps and contracts the lungs, and 
is not to be tolerated; though assuredly ex- 
ercise taken this way is better than none 
at all. But the best way will be found in an 
erect posture, straight without being stiff, 
and as natural and easy as possible. 

The breathing should be regular. Here, 
again, the tendency is to begin with a deep 
breath, and to retain it until it becomes 
obligatory to exhale it with some little force. 
This is natural, for it is undoubtedly easier 
to lift a weight, whether that of your own 
body or something else, when the lungs are 
fully inflated with air. But such mountain- 
climbing as is under discussion here is not 
a sudden and violent but a slow and con- 
tinuing process, and the proper plan is to 
take ordinary breaths in quite the ordinary 


| way, so far as the unusual ‘amount of work 


renders it possible. There used to be a super- 
stition about breathing through the nose, 
and any runner or other athlete who opened 
his mouth for a breath of air was regarded 
guch as the man who used alcohol before 4 
ace. It is, of course, better to breathe 
rough the nose in cold weather, in damp 
‘weather, or at any time or place where there 
js reason to suspect the presence of any un- 
due proportion of microbesintheair. But it 
dis better again to get air through the mouth 
than not to get any at all, and if the moun- 
tain-climber finds it better for him to take 
in a deep breath or so through the mouth 
let him do so by all means. 
It will be found better, too, to vary tHe as- 
cent by some steps in a horizontal direction. 
Nearly all the large buildings in the city 
have a landing of some extent at least, made 
essential by architectural requirements, but 
they vary greatly in this, as in other re- 
epects. Where the journey is undertaken 


purely for the sake of exercise, and there is 


time to use in making a thorough job of it, 
dt may be well to make a circuit of each floor 
pefore proceeding to the floor above. Or, if 
there Ils a wellway, as in so many buildings, 
a casual survey of this may be indulged in, to 
prevent overfatigue. 


Is a Tour of Discovery. 
So far none but the physical aspects of 


‘mountain climbing in Chicago have been 


considered, though it is evident that the pur- 
suit has combined with it all the delights of 
a tour of discovery and the interest of a 
sociological investigation. A long treatise 
cou.~ be written upon the differing aspects 
of stairways, for example, in the buildings 
of various eras here, In those built soon 
after the great fire of 1871 it will be found 
that the elevator has not yet received the 
full confidence of either owners, architects, 
or occupants in the down-town office 
structures. This is shown by the size of the 
staircases and their manner of approach. 
In buildings of this period which have not 
been modified since, like the Metropolitan, 
the Howland, the Times, and a score or two 
more which will come into every one’s mind, 
the stairs are prominent, the elevators thrust 
into a corner. This is true of a number of 
edifices of what may be styled the transition 
epoch, such as the First National Bank, the 
Montauk, and others. The modified build- 
ings, like the Merchants’, the Major, and 
others, are also to be arranged in this class. 
As we come down to the present the stairs 
shrink more and more into the background 
and the elevators thrust themselves more 
and more forward. And in some buildings 
the stairways have a tendency to lose them- 
selves in a manner which adds considerably 
to the zest of the mountaineer. 

For the renewal of strength and activity 
which is certain to follow from this exercise 
will not permit its devotee to content him- 
self with mere climbing of stairs when on 
business errands, but will send him off on 
pleasure jaunts during his noon hour and 
at other spare moments. And he will learn 
many things of no slight interest, which it 
may be well to speak of. 

These are of various kinds, such as the 
view to be gained from the top of the Audi- 


staircases have been surmounted, such as 
the picturesque difficulties to be overcome in 
the Steinway Building or the Jackson boule- 
vard front of the Board of Trade Building, 
and such as the curious odors which pervade 
many a huge edifice, speaking of the diversi- 
fied interests carried on within its doors. 
In some of the great buildings in Dearborn 
street south, where the printing trades are 
congregated, the smell of ink, of several 
kinds of ink, prevails. There are others oc- 
cupied by manufacturing jewelers, with 
highly varied but not unpleasant odors. 
There are also a number of remarkably fine 
structures where a basement restaurant has 
filled the entire interior with the breath of 
onions and cabbage—and these, once ex- 
piored, are little likely to be returned to. 
One would suppose that the everlasting mo- 
tlon of the elevators would mingle the at- 
mosphere in any given skyscraper into one 
homogeneously odoriferous mass, but that 
is seldom the case. In many instances there 
is a new smell with every floor, coming in 
regularly recurring strata, an absolute proof 
of lack of ventilation. This, it is worth 
while remembering, is not noticeable in any- 


thing like the same degree when the eleva- 


tors are used. . 
If the ascent be varied by a walk about the 


co rs of the larger buildings many,more 


thi will be learned. A most astonishing 


number of undreamed of occupations, worth 
a chapter by themselves, will come into view 


quite unexpectedly. And there will be many 

other unexpected things, some of which seem 

almost like confidences, as persons emerge 

from offices or are swallowed up by them.

HOW FELT HATS ARE MADE. 


Thousands of Men, Women, and Boys 
Are Employed in the In- 


dustry. 


One of the leading industries in this coun- 
try is the manufacture of hats. At the 
present time fur felt hats are made in eleven 
States—namely: Connecticut, Indiana, Il- 
lincis, Maryland, Maine, Massachusetts, 
Missouri, New Jersey, New York, Pennsyl- 
vania, and Rhode Island. There are in all 
more than 200 manufacturing plants pro- 
ducing hats for men’s, boys’, women’s, and 
children’s wear composed of the fur of the 


rabbit, beaver, nutria, and other animals. | 


The industry employs upward of 25,000 men, 
women, and boys, and the approximate value 
of the output is said to be $20,000,000 an- 
nually. Speaking of men’s hats and their 
manufacture, a representative of one of the 
largest flrms in this city said: 

Felt hats include the popular derby and 
the various styles of soft hats, all of which 
are made from animal furs, the natural 
coats of the coney, hare, nutria, muskrat, 
and beaver. To manipulate the skins of 
these animals so as to properly prepare the 


ical operation, in fact, a trade in itself, en- 


is carried on by ‘ hatters’’ fur cutters in 
London, the world’s great center for that 
work. The art of the hatmaker includes a 
knowledge of the particular fur or combina- 
tion of furs for making a given quality of 
hats. The proportioning of the different 
furs requires the utmost exactness. The 
quality of product having been decided upon, 
the fur is then cleaned and separated from 
stray hairs and all unfeltable substances. 
This initial process is accomplished by a 
windy machine called ‘the devil.’ 

„The next process, forming.“ consists of 


light coating of fur upon the outer surface 
of a revolving perpendicular cone, perforat- 


cone sufficient for one hat it is wrapped in 
wet cloths and given a brief hot bath, then 
stripped from the cone, and, after the ‘ stop- 
ping’ process of adding a little fur to weak 
spots, is wrapped with other cloths inside a 
woolen cloth to ‘harden’ it for handling. 
By a process called sizing,’ which consists 
of repeated immerslons in hot water, to- 
gether with rolling and unrolling, folding and 
unfolding, the cone-shaped mass is reduced 
to one-third its original size. It is wonder- 
ful how each fiber will twist and intertwine, 
basket fashion, with the other, until the 
product is a closely-woven mass. 

“The body is then ‘ shaved,’ to remove 
stray hairs in the fur, and then it Is stif- 
fened with a coating of shellac, thoroughly 
dried, and then subjected to steam, which 
softens the shellac and draws it into the

AN AUTHORITY IN 


R. NICHOLAS SENN, Chicago's most 
eminent surgeon and acknowledged 
to be one of the greatest surgeons of 
the world, last Tuesday, turned his 
back on a practice variously estimated 

at from $50,000 to $75,000 a year and went to 
Chickamauga Park to enter upon the serv- 
ice of his country as Asbistant Surgeon 
General of the United States army. : 

In making this sacrifice to patriotism Dr. 
Senn was inspired by two leading motives— 
first, to make a special study of the diseases 
incident to climatic changes and exposure 
and the hardships and varied experiences of 
ermy life; and, second, to save by his surgical 
skill as many as possible of the brave men 
of the regular and volunteer forces who may 
be wounded in battle. 

In a minor degree, the doctor’s intimate 
friends say, he may have been influenced by 
his inborn love for “ the pomp and circum- 
stance’’ of war. The sound of a drum or 
the blast of a bugle never falls to stir his 
pulses and make him long for active service, 
as the song of a bird in springtime calls up 
yearnings for the fields and brooks of.the 
country. Willingly, eagerly, he has aban- 
doned the comfprts and luxuries of life for 
the. stir and bustle, the knowledge, and the 
experience of army life in the field. 

In the appointment of Dr. Senn his fellow- 
surgeons agree that the administration has 
chosen the only surgeon in civil life who 
would be accepted by the entire army and 
navy without a murmur, Through years of 
association with him in the Association of 
Military Surgeons of the United States, of 
which he was the founder and first Presi- 
dent, the surgedhs of the army and navy 


in him as a man competent to school them in 


His Fame.Is International, 


For the last two decades Dr. Senn has 
been prominent before the world as a sur- 
geon, and today his name is known wherever 
the healing art is practiced or taught. As 
an operating surgeon, as a teacher of sur- 
gery, and as a writer of treatises on the 
subject he is recognized on both sides of the 
Atlantic as standing at the head of his pro- 
fession. From this it would appear that 
Dr. Senn’s acceptance of his new post will 
mean much to medical science. But even 
more significant is the fact that Dr. Senn’s 
greatest achievements in surgery have been 
along lines that make his skill particularly 
applicable to the exigencies of the battlefield. 
It was through the healing of a gunshot 
wound that Dr. Senn first leaped into fame. 

During the civil war any soldier receiving 
a bullet wound in the abdomen that per- 
forated an intestine was given up as lost. 
in many such cases the wounded men were 
left on the battlefield, the army surgeons 


whose lives they might hope to save. In 
cases of serious abdominal wounds it was 
the common experience that, if the victim 
escaped a perforation of the intestinal canal 
and consequent. death, he would, in any 
event, develop peritonitis, and such cases 
were then regarded as wellnigh hopeless. 


General of the 


New and Startling Methods. 

But through Dr. Senn's achievements in 
surgery all this has been changed. It was 
while practicing in Milwaukee in the year 
1887 that he astonished two continents by 
his bold methods and successful results in 
the treatment of the special case referred to. 
The subject of diagnosis to determine the 
existence of an intestinal perforation had 
long received his careful study and he had 
reached conclusions that he believed wodd 
solve the difficulty. In this instance a 
farmer, wounded in the abdomen by the 
accidental discharge of a rifle, was brought 
to him, and he performed the test and effect- 


ed a cure by methods entirely original. 


Briefly, Dr. Senn’s course of tréatment, 
which has since been adopted by the profes- 


sion at large, was this: A glass tube was | 


inserted into the wound, following the course 
of the bullet. Then, by means of a small 
generator, the intestinal canal was inflated 
with hydrogen gas until a considerable de- 
Dr. Senn’s 
theory was that if the intestine had been per- 
forated gas would escape through the tube 
when a sufficient pressure should be at- 
tained. 

A match was applied to the end of the tube. 
In an instant a pale, steady flame was seen. 
There could be but one conclusion, and this 
was that the gas from the generator was 
escaping through a perforation of the in-. 
testine into the tube. 

Little less remarkable was the treatment 
after this test was completed. The per- 
foration of the intestine was closed by stitch- 
ing on, with ligature made of animal tissue, 
a small, thin plate of bone. Eventually all 
the foreign substances applied to the wound 
were removed by the natural absorbent 


processes of the system. | 
Dr. Senn has gone to his work with the 


plates intended to heal hundreds of soldiers 
Who but for his discovery would have been 
considered hopelessly wounded. 


Goes to Study Climatic Influences. 

But it is mot merely as a surgeon and in 
the treatment of men who have been maimed 
and wounded by shot and shell that Dr. 
Senn’s medical confréres believe he will be 
most useful. In the accounting of the years 
it is probable his most valuable service to 
medical science will prove to be along other 
lines. For years Dr. Senn has sought op- 
portunity to study the effects of climatic 
change upon the human system. He has 
been a great traveler, and has visited lands 
in every zone. He has been anxious, as a 

urgeon interested in military affairs, to. 
Save an opportunity to note the effects of 
outdoor life and exposure to the elements 
upon men not accustomed to it. During the 
recent Greco-Turkish war Dr. Senn serious- 
ly considered the advisability of offering his 
services to Greece as an army surgeon, in 
order that he might have this opportunity, 
and at one time was on the point of making 
Ay offer, when a turn in the war altered his 

tention. 

Now, however, called by his country’s 
heed, Dr. Senn finds an opportunity at once to 
gratify his ambition es a scientist, his 
Purpose as a patriot, and his impulse as an 
ardent lover of all things military. 

Though a native of the peaceful and se- 
Cluded republic of Switzerland, and the son 
of a farmer who was a farmer's son, Nich- 
Olas Senn through some remote ancestor 
inherited the warlike spirit of the Helvetians 


In any event 
from early childhood he exhibited a taste for 
the life of a soldier, and throughout his 
Career as a surgeon his identification with 
Military affairs has been almost uninter- 
rupted. While practicing at Milwaukee be- 
fore his removal to Chicago in 1891 he was 
for several years Surgeon General of the 
Wisconsin National Guard, and organized 
the “ Association of Military Surgeons of

languages. He also contributed to the

portion relating to abdominal surgery. 

Possessing what is declared to be the finest 
private medical library in the world, Dr. 
Senn loves, to Unger among his books far 
into the night. The amount of work he ac- 
complishes as a writer alone is looked upon 
as prodigious. Physicians agree that he is 
a wonder and that there is none other like 
him. — 

In 1 Dr. Senn is considered almost 
a seer, and Surgeons familiar with his career 
declare he has seldom failed to state cor- 


rectly before an operation whether or not the 


patient would survive. 

Though military surgery has been a favor- 
ite topic with him, it has not been a spe- 
cialty. He is credited with a wonderful 
range of medical knowledge, covering the 
history of the development of the science 
from its beginning and extending to the most 
advanced conclusions resulting from modern 
methods of research. Asa fellow-surgeon 
and intimate friend said:

In going into service with the army Dr. 
Senn left behind work in which he is sorely 
missed. Since his residence in Chicago he 
has been chief surgeon at St. Joseph’s Hos- 
pital and attending surgeon at the Presby- 
terian Hospital. Those in charge of these 
institutions know better than any others the 
amount of work Dr. Senn has done purely 
out of charity. Said one of these: 

What Dr. Senn's income might be if he 
chose to devote himself to money getting is 
almost beyond limit. But he gives his time 
as readily to those who have no means as to 
the wealthy, and his devotion to the science 
makes him as much a student as a practi- 
tioner. He will be sorely missed in Chicago 
and elsewhere.“ 

Nicholas Senn was born Oct. 31, 1844, at 
Buchs, Canton of St. Gall, Switzerland. 
When 9 years old he removed with his 
parents to Ashford, Wis. He was graduated 
from the Chicago Medical College in 1868 
and served later for nearly two years in the 
Cook County Hospital as house surgeon. He 
then went into practice at Ashford, Wis. 
where he married Miss Aurelia 8. Mil. 
houser.. In 1874 he removed to Milwaukee 
and his first year’s practice there brought 
him 510,000. In 1878 he went abroad and 
studied at the University of Munich, where 
he was graduated magna cum laude. His 
subsequent career is comparatively well 


wn. 
Takes His Son with Him. 


Last year, in company with his cldest son, 
Dr. Emanuel J. Senn; who is now studying in 
Paris, Dr. Nicholas Senn traveled extensive- 
ly in Russia, and was shown distinguished 
honor by the Czar. His younger son, WIII- 
iam N. Senn, has just completed his second 
year at Rush Medical College, and is now at 
Chickamauga Park serving the government 
as hospital steward in the Sixth Army Corps, 
to which his father has been asisgned. He 
apparently has imbibed something of his 
father’s military spirit, for his mother de- 
clares that in a recent letter to his elder 
brother in Paris he roundly berated the lat- 
ter for not coming back to America at once 
and entering the army service. 

The family residence is at 582 Dearborn 
avenue. Dr. Senn's private fortune, 
amassed through his practice and the publi- 
cation of his writings, is said to amount to 

$500,000 and $750,000.

HALF ROUND THE WORLD. 


Their Best. 


HEN the true history of the war 
with Spain is written one of the 
most interesting chapters will be 
that in which the remarkable voy- 


N gon from San Francisco to Key West will 
be recorded. The voyage demonstrated as 
no previous achievement had demonstrated 
the seaworthiness of the modern fighting 
machine when pröperly built and well 
handied, and set at rest forever the pessi- 
mistic predictions of those who delighted 


quantities when on long and forced voyages. 

For the trip, which covered a distance 
longer than half way around the world and 
carried the voyagers through two oceans, 
into torrid heat, icy storms, and again 
across the equator at high speed, the€flirst 
requisite was a good, stanch ship, capable 
of fighting the elements at places where the 
battle always rages, and to be prepared 
also to meet the human foe with his instru- 
ments of destruction. The second requisite 
was an able commander. 
rival safe and sound, after a voyage of 
13,000 miles, ahead of time, demonstrated 
that both requisites were amply met, and 
the builder and the navigator will share 
equally in the glory. 


Size and Armament. 


Tho battleship was begun in 1891 at the 
Union iron works at San Francisco, at a con- 
tract price of $3,180,000, and was launched 
Oct. 23, 1894. It is registered'as a steel coast- 
line battleship of 10,288 tons bukden, with 
engines capable of developipg 9,000 horse- 
power. Its armament embraces four tbir- 
teen-inch breech-loading rifles in pairs, 
placed in two fifteen-inch barbette turrets; 
eight eight-inch and four six-inch breech- 
loading rifies in the main battery; and twen- 
ty six-pounder and six one-pounder rapid- 
fire guns and four Gatling guns in the sec- 
ondary battery. The ship is encircled by a 
steel belt eighteen inches in thickness and 
its decks are covered with a layer of three- 
inch chilled steel. Its coal bunkers will hold 
1,640 tons and its full complement of officers 
and men is 4738. 

Its builders were justified in expecting 
great things from the Oregon because of its 
remarkable performance on May 14, 1890, 
when, after months of preparation and many 
triais, it made its official run out of the har- 
bor of San Francisco. At that time it not 
only fulfilled the promises made by its build- 
ers, but exceeded the required speed to such 
an extent that the Union iron works received 
a bonus of $175,000. It carried 160 pounds of 
steam, and, although its engines were not 
crowded to its utmost capacity, it made 
16.78 knots an hour. The prize was $25,000 
for every one-fourth knot developed over the 
required speed of fifteen knots an hour. : 

The performance of the Oregon was tele- 
graphed all over the world, the builders were 
elated over their success, and the City of 
Portland showed its appreciation by pre- 
senting a silver service valued at $20,000 
to the ship. 3 

Commander of the Oregon. 

Captain Charles Edgar: Clark, the com- 
mander of the Oregon, was born in Vermont, 
and was appointed to the Naval Academy 
from that State in 1860. In 1863 he was pro- 
moted to Ensign and assigned to the steam 
sloop Ossipee of the Western Gulf blockad- 
ing squadron. He was with his vessel in 
the battle of Mobile Bay and took partin.the 
bombardment of Fort Morgan. From 1866 
‘to 1867 he was with the Vanderbilt on the Pa- 
cific station. He received a Ieutenant's 
commission in 1867 and became a Lieutenant 
Commander a year later. He was then at- 
tached to the Suwanee, which was wrecked 
on July 7. His service on the receiving ship 
Vandalia at Portsmouth, on the Seminole 
in the north Atlantic, and at the Naval Acad- 
emy iasted until 1873, when he was assigned 
to the Atlantic station, where he remained 
for three years with the Hartford, the Mono- 
cacy, and the Kearsarge. The next three 
years he spent at the Charleston navy yard. 
He received his Commander's commission in 
1881, and after duty on the training ship New 
Hampshire and at the torpedo station went 
with the steamer Ranger on a survey trip 
up the north Pacific. This cruise lasted 
three years. From 1887 to 1891 he was light-

Its first stopping place wag Callao, whence 
it sailed again on April 5, making direct for 
Sandy Point without stopping at Val- 
paraiso. With 6,588 knots to its credit, ev- 
erything in good order, and all on board 
well, it passed through the Strait of Ma- 
gellan and steamed north to Rio de Ja- 
12 which port it made on April 80 at 

p. m. 

At Sandy Point it picked up the gunboat 
Marietta, and as the smaller vessel could 
make only about twelve knots an hour the 
Oregon’s progress to Rio was slower than 
it would have been had it gone alone. A 
third vessel, the Buffalo, joined the Amer- 
ican ships at Rio, and from the time they 
left that port until they were reported safe 
at Bahia on May 9 there was much anxiety 
as to the flotilla, and the air was full of 
rumors as to thelr movements. .On May 
17 the Tribune reviewed the voyage of the 
Oregon, and said that, taking her speed

Barbadoes last Thursday. and sailed from 
there on Friday.

different now, when every ship in the service 
is at sea, and hundreds of auxiliary cruisers 
and mosquito craft are being utilized. The 
navy has to pay all sorts of prices for coal, 
from $1.90 to $18 a ton; it comes at the latter 
figure in some ports of South America. At 
Key West, before the scrap began, it cost the 
government $2.90 a ton; now Uncle Sam pays 
83.50 for it at that point. 

The Navy department is now building, for 
War purposes, two steel coal pliers at the 
Dry Tortugas, each of them 814 feet long. 
It is also constructing, as rapidly as possible, 
two steel sheds, each of which will hold 
40,000 tons of coal. These sheds are 
equipped with up-to-date hoisting appara- 
tus, which is able to handle the coal in enor- 
mous quantities and with wonderful rapidity. 
Giant shovels, holding two tons apiece, dive 
down into the holds of coal-laden vessels, 
und grab the coal, lifting it out, and then 
running back on carriages over a bridge and 
droppi the stuff into the sheds through 
hatches in their roofs. 

By the same means the coal is hoisted out 
of the sheds and loaded upon lighters, which, 
when filled, are towed by tugs to the war- 
ships. Then one or more ports are opened 
like doors in the side of the ship, and the

‘QUAKERS IN THE UNITED STATES 


Events Reported from Phil- 
adelphia. 


There is a saying that it is pretty sure 
to rain when the Quakers come to town,“ 
a notiom which would account for the 
weather last week, for the Philadelphia 


their headquarters at Fifteenth and Race 
streets. 

By the religious census of the United 
States made in 1880 it was found that there 
were at that time meeting-houses of the 
Society of Friends in the United States 
and that the total membership was in ex- 
cess of 270,000. Since then many of the 
younger generation of Friends have been 
attracted from its membership and it has 
gained absolutely nothing from immigra- 
tion and little, if any, from proselyting. 
Notwithstanding this there were at last ac- 
counts more than 6,000 Friends in the city 
of Philadelphia alone and probably not 
fewer than 50,000 in the State of Pennsyl- 
vania; nor is that State the only one in 


| which the Friends are largely represented 
| in the population. There are in Philadelphia 


sixteen Quaker meeting-houses. In New 
York. city the friends are fewer, relatively, 
than in Pennsylvania, but it is one of the 
traditions of old New York that they were 
inhospitably welcomed by Peter Stuyvesant. 
The Stuyvesant Square Meeting House,erect- 
ed in 1860, has a membership of about 500. 
Although the Society of Friends was estab- 
lished by an Englishman, George Fox, and 
Englishmen generally were the chosen lead- 
ers of the movement, the number of Quakers 
in the United States is greatly in excess 
oi those in Great Britain. There were found 
to be only 18,000 professing Friends in Great 
Britain at the time of the last census. It 
is observed concerning them that they have 
an average longevity greater than the gen- 
eral poulation, their death rate during 
twenty years averaging only 18 per 1,000, as 
compared with 22 per 1,000. This is possibly 
the result of temperate habits. They have, 
however, one-fifth more insane than the 
rest of the ponulation—namely: 83 per 10. 
000, against 28, which is ascribed to inter- 
marrlage.—- New York Sun.
